$60,000 GRAND PRIX 


His Colt Northeast Surprises Im- 
mense Throng at Long- 
champs.

FALLIERES CONGRATULATES 


Americans Win $340,000 at Odds of 
10 to 1 on the Winner—Mr. Van- 
derbilt Gives $4,400 to Charities.

PARIS, June 14.—W.’K. Vanderbilt's 
bay colt Northeast, with J. Childs up, 


cheered on by thousands of Americans, 


was the victor to-day in the Grand 


Prix de Paris, worth $60,000. 

Many thousands of persons 
France’s greatest annual turf-event run 
over probably the most picturesque race 
course in the world—Longchamps. 

It was estimated that over $340,000 
the American colt’s 
chances, which, in the book betting, 
were quoted at the odds of 10 to 1, 
and while he was nowhere near top 


estimation this price was readily of- 
fered and as readily taken, almost 
wholly by Americans, the French 
sportsmen being rather dubious of Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s chances when Seasick II. 
was withdrawn after his bad showing 
in the English Derby. 

As soon as the result was announced, 
and while people were still cheering, 
Prince Auguste d’Arenberg, President 
of the Jockey Club Racing Committee, 
seized Mr. Vanderbilt by the arm and 
led him into the Presidential tribune, 
where he formally presented him to 
President Falliéres. The President shook 
Mr. Vanderbilt heartily by the hand 
and said he was delighted that a citizen 
of a sister republic was the winner. 

Then he added: ‘“ Your success is 
well deserved. We all know you spare 
neither trouble nor expense in keeping 
up your establishment.” Mr, Vanderbilt 
was so affected he could merely bow 
his thanks. Later, when he entered the 
weighing room, he was the recipient of 
a small ovation. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, shaking hands all 
around, repeated time after time: “I 
can’t express my delight at the result. 
It didn’t astonish me. I hoped’for it 
and expected it.” 

In the course of the evening Mr.'Van- 
derbilt announced that he will give 
$4,000 to the poor of Paris, $200 to 
the Chantilly Hospital, and $200 to the 
jeckeys’ poor fund. 

The Disappointing Features. 

Although it was a great day for the 
‘Americans, the Grand Prix did not 
come up in most respects to the races 
of former years. The weather was gray 
and threatening. Old racing men said 
that they had never seen such a mod- 
erate lot of starters in the great race, 
yet for two solid hours an uninter- 
rupted river of men, women, and chil- 
dren poured into the vast lawns and 
grand stands until 180,000 visitors filled 
the entire inclosure. Other thousands 
blackened the surrounding meadows. 
Official betting figures showed that the 
wagers amounted to nearly $1,000,000. 

The race for the Grand Prix was a 
stirring one from start to finish, 
Northeast winning by only a scant 
head from his half-sister, Sauge Pour- 
pree, owned by Count Le Marois. The 
favorites for the race, Medeah, Grill 
Room, and Quintette, finished in the 
ruck. 

Northeast, the winner, is a three- 
year-old bay colt by Perth-Norden- 
field. Sauge Pourpree ts a bay filly 
by Perth-Medeola. 

The Grand Prix de Paris holds the 
same relative position to French turf- 
men as the Epsom Derby does to the 
English. It is a three-year-old event 
at one mile and seven furlongs. The 
City of Paris adds $50,000 to the nomi- 
nating and entrance fees, making the 
stake of $60,000 the most valuable one 
in the French catalogue. Last year’s 
Grand Prix was won by Sans Souci 
II., owned by Baron Edmond de 

* Rothschild. 

Americans to-night are celebrating 
the Vanderbilt victory at all of the 
principal restaurants in Paris on the 
Bois de Boulogne. Americans occupied 
every table at Armenonville, and it is 
the same thing at the Ritz. Mr. Vander- 
pilt himself is entertaining a big party 
at his town house, including Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward T. Stotesbury of Phila- 
delphia, who accompanied him and Mrs, 
Vanderbilt to the races. Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt, who brought his coach 
Venture over from London especially 
for the day, with four bay horses, is 
entertaining a party at Armenonville, 
including Mr. and Mrs. Walter Watson, 
the latter wearing an embroidered 
khaki; Mr. and Mrs, Eddie Gootch, Mrs, 
Gwynne, Mr. and Mrs. R. P. McGrann, 
and P. F. Murphy.

Mrs, S. F. Marbury Slipped Away from 
Her Nurse in a Down-Town Store. 


Mrs. S. F. Marbury, a cousin of Mrs. 
John Hay of Washington, sister-in-law 
of Miss Elisabeth Marbury and a daugh- 
ter of Andros B. Stone of Cleveland, has 
disappeared. The police have been asked 
to hunt for her, but without “ unneces- 
sary publicity.’’ 

Mrs. Marbury is a widow. Her hus- 


band was one of the prominent lawyers 
of this city and Younder of the New York 
Bar Association. She lived at the Na- 
varro, 150 Central Park South, and had 
been under treatment for nervous pros-~- 
tration. 

On Saturday, accompanied by a nurse, 
she started out to do some shopping. In 
one of the big downtown stores she 
slipped away from the nurse and has not 
been seen since. 

Mrs. Marbury, it is thought, may have 
started for Chicago by herself, She has 
a fon, Francis Marbury, living in that 
city, but no news of her arrival there has 
been received. The police have sent out 
a general alarm to all of the stations, al- 
though no public announcement has been 
made of her disappearance. 

Mrs. Marbury is 55 years old, slight of 
build, with brown hair, touched with 
gray, and has brown eyes. She was 
dressed in black, having gone in mourning 
recently for her mother. 

The fashionable hotels of the city have 
been notified to look out for her. She 
carried only a little shopping money when 
she left the nurse. 


THE REV. DR. HARRIS ILL. 


Secretary of Episcopal Diocese Con- 
vention Suffering with Thrombosis. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas Robinson Harris, 
since 1887 Secretary of the Convention of 
the Diocese of New York and one of the 
best-known Episcopalian clergymen in 
the State, lies at his home, 21 Maple 
Street, Bronxville, suffering with an un- 
usual disease. It is called thrombosis, 
which means an obstruction of a blood 
vessel by a clot of blood. In Dr. Harris's 
case one of thé cerebral vessels is ob- 
structed. 

On the morning of Sunday, June 7, he 
preached a sermon in the Bronxville 
Christ Church. Some of his listeners de- 
clared that they noticed his volce grow- 
ing weaker toward the end of the ser- 
mon, but Dr. H. R. Chariton, his physi- 
cian, said last night that Dr. Harris did 
not suffer from the ill-effects of the dis- 
ease until he had reached his home early 
in the afterncon, when he lapsed slowly 
into unconsciousness. 

For two or three days it was feared 
that he would not recover. Nor has he 
yet fully regained consciousness. Never- 
theless, Dr, Charlton says the pastor has 
improved, and it is expected that he will 
live. Practically no one outside of Dr. 
Harris's family circle knew of his illness 
until yesterday. His relatives have been 
at his bedside all week. 

Thrombosis is brought on_by a number 
of things, explained Dr. Charlton yes- 
terday, old age being one of the condi- 
tions occasioning it. 

Dr. Harris will be 66 years old to-mor- 
row. He was born in Cambridge, Mass. 
He was educated at the General Theo- 
logical Seminary and St. Stephen’s Col- 
lege, and has occupied many pulpits in 
and near New York City. Besides being 
Secretary of the New York Diocese Con- 
vention he is a member of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese, a Trustee of 
the Genera] Theological Seminary, and 


the holder of a number of other positions 
connected with the Episcopal Church.

MUNISING, Mich., June 14.—George 
Genery, keeper of the North Light on 
Grand Island, is missing, and his assist- 
ant, whore name cannot be learned, is 
dead, his head beaten to a pulp. Officers 
have gone from Munising to search for 
Genery. 

Yesterday afternoon the patrol of Au 
Sable life saving crew between Munising 
and Grand Marais discovered a boat 
afloat. Investigation proved it to be a 
boat from the North Light of Grand Isl- 
and, and that it contained the body of a 
man whose head was disfigured beyond 
all recognition. It proved to be the body 
of the new assistant who has been on 
duty at that lighthouse oniy a short time, 

Genery was in Munising on June 6 for 

rovisions and started back for the light, 
ntending to return June 13 to move his 
family there. The provisions were found 
in the boathouse near the light, but both 
boats are missing and nothing more can 
be learned, Z 

The lighthouse is on the extreme north 
point of Grand Island, seven miles from 
the home of the gamekeeper of the 
Cleveland Cliff Game preserve and six- 
teen miles from Munising. It is an iso- 
lated spot upon a rocky coast.

$26,000 OF ARMY PAY 
SCATTERED BY WIND 


Some Bills Blown 500 Yards 
When Storm Hits Encamp- 
ment at Pine Plains. 


SOLDIERS HURT IN BLAST 


Every Tent. ls Swept Away, Including 
Gen. Grant’s—Rain and Hail 
Pelt Militiamen. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PINE PLAINS, N. Y., June 14.—Havoc 


was wrought on the Hogsback this after- 
noon when a violent windstorm, accom- 
pained by rain and hail, bore down on the 
city of tents where the National Guard 
and the regular troops are encamped, 
ready for the military manoeuvres of the 


Department of the East. Every tent in 
the camp was blown down, and a number 
of soldiers were injured. ; 

Major William E. Halliday, Paymaster 
of the camp, was paying off in one of the 
tents in the Twelfth Infantry reservation 
when the storm broke. He had about 
$25,000, mostly in bills of $10, $5, $2, and 
$1 denominations. The tent under which 
the Paymaster sat was swept away and 
the money was scattered by the wind. 
Late to-night the search for some of the 
missing money is still going on. Some of 
it was found after the storm 500 yards 
away. 

Many of the militiamen are bivouacking 
on the wet ground, disgusted with camp 
life, for the present at least. The Massa- 
chusetts National Guard suffered more 
than any of the other organizations, al- 
though few regiments escaped damage. 

All was activity in Pine Camp early in 
th@afternoon when a black cloud was ob- 
served coming out of the northeast. It 
came on rapidly. Just at 8 o’clock the 
storm struck. A quiver ran throughout 
the camp, and then the tents began to 
fall. Canvas was flapping in the wind, 
and the‘men went scurrying this way 
and that, dodging the tents and tent poles 
as they were uprooted and hurled along by 
the blast. 


Gen. Grant’s Tent Blown Away. 


It is estimated that the gale blew sixty 
miles an hour for a few minutes after it 
struck. And while the soldiers were 
staggering against the force of the wind 
the hail struck and then the rain. On the 
top of the Hogsback, a knoll which over- 
looks the entire encampment, and on 
which was pitched the tents of Gen. 
Frederick ‘Dent Grant and his staff, the 
greatest damage was done. Gen. Grant's 
tent was one of the first to go down 
before the wind. 

The Genera] was in his tent talking to 
Major Lioyd McCormick, the Inspector 
General, when the first blast struck. Be- 
fore the General and the Major could 
spring out of the door the big A-shaped 
tent fell about their heads, and as they 
scrambled to free themselves from the 
canvas it was lifted by the wind and 
earried down the hill. 

The tents occupied by the military ob- 
servers and the umpires were grouped 
around that of Gen. Grant, Every one 
of them was blown down and some of 
the observers narrowly escaved injury. 

Major. Charles E, Woodruff, Chief 
Sanitary Officer of the camp, was asieep 
in his tent on the Hogsback when the 
storm broke. As he awoke the tent was 
wrenched loose from its moorings and 
was swept away, leaving the Major star- 
ing at the sky above him. 

Next to the Major’s tent was that of 
Lieut. Col. Glenn, the Chief Umpire. His 
tent collapsed, as also did that of Col. 
John L. Chamberlain near by. That of 
Capt. Albert A. Bowley, the Adjutant 
General, went next, and the tents of 
several of the younger officers followed 
down the hill. 

Over the crest of the hill swept the wind 
and down into the lowlands,where the 
militia and regulars were encamped. The 
Eleventh and ‘Thirteenth Cavalry Regi- 
ments suffered. Most of their tents were 
swept to the ground. The Twenty-fourth 
Infantry also suffered severely. The 
Fifth and Twelfth also had tents blown 


down. The Second, Sixth, and Eighth 
Massachusetts had their tents carried 
away and the canvas torn and tent poles 
broken. 

Injared Soldiers. 


One man in the Massachusetts troops 
had both shoulders dislocated, another's 
“oa was nearly torn off, and a third's 

ack was sprained. 

It will take the engineer corps two days 
to get the camp in order again and repair 
the damage done by the storm. The 
storm lasted only about five minutes, and 


then the rain poured down. Before the 
storm the soldiers suffered greatly from 
the heat, 

Squadron A from New York arrived a 
little while before the storm and escaped 
damage. But while on the train they 
experienced thrills for a little while. Their 
train was between here and Carthage, 
about six miles from camp, when a switch 
engine ran amuck and plowed along the 
side of the troop train, cutting off all the 
steps on one side. 

To-day all was bustle at the camp 
preparatory to the real work which is to 
begin to-morrow morning. From an 
early hour until 9 o’clock to-night trains 
arrived at the camp with militia, chiefly 
from New England. Upon the arrival 
early to-morrow morning of Squadron C 
of srooky=, the Twenty-third Infantry 
of New York, and Troop B of Albany, 
the militia contingent for the first ten 
—_ the encampment will be com- 
pleted.

SAVAII WAS IN ERUPTION. 


Sheet of Lava, Eight Miles Wide, 
Flowed from Samoan Votcano. 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand, June 14.— 
Advices received here state that for three 
nights, beginning May 10, there was a re- 
markable volcanic outburst on Savall, the 
largest of the Samoan Islands. The first 
eruption was followed by the greatest 
flow of leva in the history of the island, 
it being estimated at nearly 3,000 tons per 
minute. 

Soon there was an almost continuous 
sheet of lava, eight mites wide and from 
six inches to six feet deep, flowing down 
the mountain side. It overflowed the 
cliffs, destroying many native houses on 
its way, dropping into the ocean and 
causing an immense uprising of steam.

It will be the first of its kind with ade- 
quate equipment and support in connec- 
tion with a large hospital and university 
in this country. The funds provide for 
the construction of a four-story hospital 
building on the Hopkins Hospital grounds 
to.accommodate sixty patients, together 
with roomm for’ private patients, modern 
shipaoaeeea in the treatment of pa- 
tients, and laboratories for the scientific 
investigation of mental abnormalities by 
pathological, chemical, and psychological 
methods. 

In addition, Mr. Phipps will provide for 
the maintenance of a medical and nursing 
staff of a high order, including salaries 
for a Professor of Psychiatry and assist- 
ants and other expenses for a period of 
ten years. 

The total amount of the gift is withheld 
in accordance with the wishes of Mr. 
Phipps, but it is understood that it will 
considerably exceed half a million dol- 
lars. Mr. Phipps makes the gift upon 
his own initiative. 

Mr. Phipps’s letter to Dr. William H. 
Welch of the Hopkins, making known 
his decision to make the gift, follows: 

New York, June 12, 1908. 

Dear Dr. Welch: I understand that there 
is urgent need in this country in connection 
with university medical schools and their 
hospitals, for inetitutions similar to those 
known as psychiatric clinics to provide for 
the better care of patients suffering from 
mental diseases, especially in its earlier and 
often curable stages, under conditions simi- 
lar to those of a general hospital. 

Since patients may enter such an institu- 
tion without the formality of commitment, 
and without the stigma which is popularly 
thought to pertain to admission to an asy- 
lum for the insane, experience hes demon- 
strated that many may be rescued from per- 
manent insanity by early treatment in an 
institution of this character, A psychiatric 
clinic, as thus understood, should also af- 
ford much needed opportunities for the in- 
struction of medical students and physicians 
in this important field of medicine, and 
should be equipped with laboratories for 
the ecilentific investigation of the naturé 
cure, and prevention of mental diseases. 

It gives me pleasure to offer to the Johns 
Hopkins Hospita] the funds necessary for 
the erection and equipment of a psychiatric 
clinic on its grounds, to be administered 
as part of that hospital, in accordance to 
plang and estimates which you have sub- 
mitted, the institution to provide for about 
sixty patents and to contain the necessary 
laboratories and other facilities; and, fur- 
thermore, to offer to the Johns Hopkins 
University additional funds for the estab- 
lishment of a professorship of psychiatry 
and the assistantships thereto, the profes- 
sor to be also the Director of the psychiatric 
hospital. 

I have arranged to provide for the main- 
tenance of the hospital and of the pro- 
fessorship for a period of ten years from 
the time of the opening of the hospital. It 
is my desire that in the admission of pa- 
tients to the hospital, preference should be 
given to applicants from Baltimore and 
from those cities with which my life and 
work have been so closely associated—Pitts- 
burg, Philadelphia, and New York. 

It is my hope and expectation that the 
psychiatric clinic thus founded may serve 

“as “an example of what such institutions 
should be, and prove to be a stimulus to 
the establishment of similar hospitals and 
professorships elsewhere. Yours sincerely, 

HENRY PHIPPS.

000 to Johns Hopkins for a tuberculosis 
hospital. The last big gift to Johns Hop- 
kins wag $500,000 received from John D. 
Rockefeller a few years ago.

For many years past Mr. Phipps has 
been deeply interested In the study and 
cure of tuberculosis. He has given much 
money to investigate the disease, and in 
addition has built model tenements here, 
believing that people’s surroundings had 
much to do with contracting the disease. 
Mr. Phipps’s friends here believe that he 
has no other interest In studying, either 
tuberculosis or insanity, than the welfare 
of. humanity. ry 


In 1905 Mr. Phipps gave $1,000,000, to 
be taken in charge by a commission and 
used to provide model tenement houses 
for the workingmen of New York. The 
commission included among its members 
Mayor McClellan, Isidor Straus, John W. 
Arbuckle, Charles 8. Smith, Robert W. 
de Forest, Dr. BE. L. RB. Gould, Alfred T. 
White, Charles 3. Brown, W. 8S. Hawk, 
Charles A. Moore, George E. Gordon, and 
John 8. Phipps. 

Mr. Phipps’s first gift of any conse- 
quence was made twenty years ago, when 
he built a conservatory in the public park 
of Allegheny, Penn. Later he made a sim- 
flar gift to Schenley Park, in Pittsburg. 
Some time after this Mr. nipoe gave an 
agricultural college to India, in the hope 
that the people might be taught to avoid 
the famines which have come to be asso- 
clated in the public mind with India.

Speaker Cannon Hurries to Chicago 


to Lead Administration Foes.

A conference covering the entire plat- 
form was held to-night by Mr. Ellis with 
Frank A. Kellogg, a delegate from Min- 
nesota, who will serve as the representa- 
tive of his: State. upon the Resolutions 
Committee, and several other men who 
are recognized as warm advocates of the 


nomination of Secretary Taft. 

Mr. Ellis had discussed the anti-injunc- 
tion feature of the platform with J. W. 
Van Cleave, President of the 


American Federation of Labor. Mr. Van 
Cleave did not want the anti-injunction 
matter referred to in the platform, and 
if he could have his way, it would be 
eliminated entirely. In the final resort, 
however, it is stated he would be content 
with what has been drafted by the Pres!- 
dent and Secretary of War Taft. 

It was reported yesterday that Gompers 
had seen the plank in Washington, and 
had approved it, but this is not stated 
with the certainty to-day that was ex- 
pressed yesterday, and it may be that 
Gompers will urge that the language be 
much more. definite and explicit. The 
labor men, with Gompers, are clam- 
orous for a plank which shall go atleast 
as far as the President did in the mes- 
sages he sent to Congress during the last 
session. The President sought legislation 
which would require hearing and notice 
and restrict the power of injunction to its 
proper and original uses. 


Cannon Hurries to Fight. 


Somethigg of a sensation was caused 
to-night bY the unexpected arrival in Chi- 
cago of Speaker Cannon, who came to 
have a hand in the anti-injunction plank 
fight. He arrived from Danville late this 
afternoon, going to the Union League 
Club, where he was soon in conference 
With some of the most prominent leaders 
of Congress, including Sereno E.. Payne 
of New York, Chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Means; Mr. Dalzell of Penn- 
Sylvania, the ranking member of that 
committee; Representatives Overstreet of 
Indiana, and James 8. Sherman of New 
York, who has the Congressional back- 
ing for the Vice Presidency; Richard 
Kerens of Missouri, and a number of 
delegates from Illinois, Missouri, and 
other States. 

It soon developed that Speaker Cannon's 
coming was in connection with the plat- 
form. When Mr. Cannon was here the 
other day he learned in a general way the 
main features of the existing draft, and 
did not feel that they presented any seri- 
ous obstacles. However, the arrival of 
s0me of the Congressional leaders de- 
veloped the fact that the so-called “ anti- 
injunction’’ plank contained features 
which were regarded as quite opposed to 
the declaration made at a recent caucus 
of the Republican members of the House 
upon that subject. 


Seeks a Talk with Hopkins. 


Early to-day Mr. Cannon was called on 
the long distance telephone, and the plate 
form situation was discussed with him. 
The Speaker is not an adept in talking 
over a long distance telephone, and he 
finally decided to take a train to Chicago 
and go over the platform in person. In 
particular he desired to have a‘talk with 
Senator Hopkins of Illinois, who is slated 
to be Chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, but whose position as such is de- 
pendent upon the action’ of the Illinois 
caucus to-morrow in naming him as the 
Illinois member of the Committee on 
Resolutions. On Speaker Cannon’s arrival 
he found that Senator Hopkins had left

It is not only 
the Speaker's personal view that an anti- 
injunction plank such as is proposed 
would be unnecessary and unwise, but as 
Speaker he feels that the formal action 
of the Republican membership, taken only 
a few weeks ago and strongly expressive 
of opposition to such legislation, should 
receive serious consideration before such 
a plank is finally mtroduced into the pro- 
nouncement of the party to the country. 

Some of the Congressional leaders have 
pointed out that such a plank would 
create a singular diversity of offioial rep- 
resentation, the Republican membership 
“6f the House formally declaring against 
such legislation, and the Republican plat- 
form formally declaring in favor of it. 
It is this apparent conflict which the 
Speaker desires to reconcile, not in any 
spirit of belligerency, but as a means of 
party unity and success. 


Speaker Would Rather Retire. 


The Speaker's views on this subject were 
outlined to his friends to-night as being 
identical with those expressed two years 


— when he said, in opening the Congres- 


sional campaign: 

‘‘Speaking for myself, I would rather 
quit public life now, and at the age of 70 
quit forever, true to the civilization we 
have developed; true to the distribution of 
powers to the legislative, tne Executive, 
and the judiciary, which are a check upon 
each other, than to retaim public office at 
such a sacrifice to my own self-respect 
and such a terrible cost to the country. 
While God gives me life to live, I will not 
by my act take from any citizen, be he 
rich or poor, union man or non-union man, 
farmer or mechanic, shoemaker or paper- 
maker, doctor or tawyer, any right which 
is given to another. I will not vote for 
any law which will make fair for one and 
foul for another.”’ 

The presence of the Speaker in Chicago 
was'not generally known except among 
the Congressional leaders. He did not 
appear at the Cannon headquarters, but 
spent all his time in an upper chamber 
of the Union League Club, where a steady 
line of prominent leaders took turns in 
conferring with him. Mr. Cannon was in 
his usual good humor, but he did not 
disguise the fact that ne was very deepl 
interested in this plank and would do 
what he felt the circumstances required 
to see that a consistent course was pur- 
sued. 

One of his intimates said to-night: 
“When the Speaker was here the other 
day it was understood that the proposed 
injunction plank was of a comparatively 
mild nature. It now appears that as 
finally drafted it purports to express con- 
fidence in the courts, but then. provides 
that no injunction shall issue without 
notice unless the court is satisfied that 
irreparable damage will be done. This is 
already the clear provision of the United 
States statutes. Why, therefore, is it 
necessary to incorporate statute law into 
a National platform? It will merely in- 
vite controversy, and will inferentially 
tend to discredit the judiciary. Our op- 
ponents have done that in their platform, 
and wef do not want té repeat their 
mistake.”’ 

When the presence of the Speaker came 
to the knowledge of those who are in 


.charge of the platform it, was pointed out 


that he had not the advantage of seeing 
the text of the plank which he felt to be 
objectionable. 


Eastern Men Oppose the Plank. 


Republican leaders from the Eastern 
States and delegates to the convention 
from that section of the country generally 
are preparing to put up a vigorous fight 
against the anti-injunction plank and the 
pledges to amend the Sherman anti-trust 
law for the benefit of trades unions, as 
urged by the labor leaders now in con- 
ference here. 

It was more than intimated by men 
who will cut some figure in the delibera- 
tions of the next few days, and who were 
interviewed by correspondents of THB 
New York Times, that the fight which 
will be begun before the Committee on 
Platform and Resolutions would be car- 


is only one of 
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ried into the convention itself in case ths 
committee should yield in this matter. 

How the Committee on Resolutions will 
be made up is pretty well known by this 
time. It is admitted that while the Taft 
managers will dominate it, the character 
and conservatism of some of the pro- 
spective members are a sufficient guaran- 
tee that they will fight any unreasonable 
demands on the part of the labor leaders. 
There are many conservative Republicans 
who believe it would be much wiser to 
ignore any demand for restraint on the 
courts. They think the platform should 
only deprecate in the most general terms 
the abuse of the injunctfon process. * 

‘“‘Mr. Gompers and his friends,’’ said a 
prominent New York Repubiican, “ are 
well aware that they can push through 
no such radical demanas as they propose 
to make before a Republican Convention. 
To adopt their suggestions would be fatal 
to party success. What they hope for is 
a straddling plank, That much won from 
the Republicans, they would carry their 
claims to Denver and urge more far- 
reaching »concessions as the price for 
swinging the labor vote to the Demo- 
crats.” 


Fear Concessions by Democrats, 


This opinion is very generally shared 
by the leaders here. They would regard 
it a misfortune to the country at large 
if the labor leaders should be placed in a 
position where they could exact far- 


reaching concessions from the Democrats. 
That this would involve a loss of votes 
to the Republican Party these leaders | 
strongly believe. 

Recent utterances of Mr, Gompers and 
his friends are interpreted here as con- 
firmatory of the belief that they are 
making the fight here as‘a he sae stone 
to a more complete victory at enver. | 
How sanguine they are of pushing their 
programme through at Denver is indi- 
cated by the fact. that there is talk 
among the labor teaders now in confer- 
ence of booming John Mitchell, ex-Presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers _ of 
America, as a running mate for Mr. 
Bryan. Heretofore they have not taken 
kindly to this idea. 

When the bill modifying the Injunction 
process so as to make it conform more 
closely to the old Federal law was before 
Congress the trades unionists could have 
had all that the Republican Convention.

CHICAGO, June 14.—Pressure for plat- 
form_ modification increased to-day, but 
it only increased the determination of 
those directing the Taft movement to 
assume a more unyielding attitude.

Letween the Far Eastern dependency and 
the United States, with a restriction that 
such interchange shall not be allowed to 
adversely affect any industry, such, for 
instance, as sugar and tobacco. There is 
opposition to it. 

Senator Carter to-day conferred with 
the framers of the platform on the ad- 
visability of inserting a plank in ad- 
vocacy of ponte’ savings banks with the 
result that he received practical assurance 
that it would be inserted. Some of the 
banking interests are opposing the decla- 
ration, but it is belfeved to afford the 
best offset for the Democratic contention 
for the guarantee of bank deposits’ The 
President and Secretary Taft have both 
indorsed the postal savings bank idea.

LOW. TALK IS ALSO HEARD 


New Yorkers Angry at Hughes Be- 
cause He Will. Not Free Them 
from Instructions.

CHICAGO, June 14.--The Administration 
tactics of delaying an open move on the 
Vice Presidency have had the effect to> 
day of putting a lot more life into the 
pre-convention situation. This evening 
there is a fair show of real interest and 
enthusiasm. It has been a busy day for 
some of the Vice Presidential boomers, 
with the Sherman men far in the lead in 
the matter of activity. 

Following the Administration plan, the 
boom for Senator Dolliver has been rather 
quiescent. His supporters have not been 
vigorously in evidence, but those members 
of the Iowa delegation who are against 
his nomination have more than made up 


for this lack of attention. They are mak- 
ing it evident that there is an ugly situa- 


tion in the Republican Party in that 
State. 

All day they battered away at Charles 
P. Taft and Frank Hitchcock, trying to 
get some assurance that the Administra- 
tion’ would not force the nomination of 
the Senator. They did not recelve much 
satisfaction. But this evening Senator 
Borah, who has been out to Fort Dodge 
to consult with Dolliver, got back, and 
soon afterward the word went around 
that the Dolliver boom was about to suf- 
fer a decline. 

It was pointed out that the prospect of 
disruption of the party in Iowa in case of 
Dolliver’s nomination was so great that 
it would not be good politics to force the 
thing through. Nevertheless it was ad- 
mitted that Dolliver would not decline the 
romination if it should be made. He is 
willing to have it thrust upon him, but 
would prefer to stay in the Senate, 


Threats from the Cummins Men, 


All this has made the few Cummins men 
here furious. There has been more red- 
faced talk from them to-day than from 
any other source since the convention 
gathering began. They are declaring to- 
night that tHe open opposition of Dolli- 
ver’s friends to his nomination on the 
ground that it would pave the way for 
the election of Cummins to thé Senate 1s 
nothing more nor less than a campaign of 
“political assassination.” They threaten, 
however, to take their displeasure to the 
polls and see that a Democratic Legis- 
lature is elected, which will send a Demo- 
erat to the Senate to succeed Senator 
Allison. 

In the view of the Dolliver men worse 
things could happen than a bolt by the 
Cummins men, The first result of that, 
they say, would be the everlasting re- 
tirement,of Cummins from Iowa Repub- 
ican politics, and. if he Gan stand that 
they can, 

AMll this uncertainty about the Iowa 
situation has fostered the development 
of the other booms, and that for Con- 
gressman James 8. Sherman of New York 
has made leaps and bounds. It went so 
far and so fast, in fact, that some deft 
measures were taken during the after- 
noon by the Administration managers 
here to prevent the chrystallization of 
too much sentiment on any one man, so 
that there should be a proper field for 
the spontaneous uprising for Dolliver if 
the psychological moment should arrive 
for uncorking the official Dolliver boom 


New Yorkers Angry at Hughes, 


The New Yorkers are having the time 
of their lives, and Charles E. Hughes is 
the cause of it. More nice, pleasant 
things have been said about the New 
York Governor to-day by the men who 
are under obligation to vote for his nom- 
ination for the Presidency than couti be 
written down in a week. How they do 
love him. And all because he will not 
get out of the way so that they can get 
together openly on a real favorite son for 
the Vice Presidency. They are doing the 
best they can for Sherman, and the un- 
certainty about Dolliver has encouraged 
them a lot. If Hughes would only say 
something definite that would relieve 
them from the necessity of masquerading 
further with his Presidential boom they 
could get out in the open and do some 
really effective work. 

The official attitude of the delegation 
is well set forth in the following state- 
ment of Gen. Stewart L. Woodford: 

** The delegates at large from New York 
were directed by our State Convention to 
put the name of Gov. Hughes as New 
York’s candidate for the Presidency, and 
to take all honorable means to secure his 
nomination. For us to discuss any Vice 
Presidential candidacy from New York 
would be against the letter and spirit of 
our instructions. After the convention 
has nominated a candidate for President 
will be time enough to discuss the Vice 
Presidency.” 


Effective Hustling for sherman. 


Notwithstanding this official declara- 
tion, many of the New Yorkers have 
been hustling for Sherman all day, and 
a steadily increasing number of them 
bloom out with the Sherman 
tons, whien they brougnt out from New 
York in anticipation of this very activity. 
The buttons are the biggest seen here 
with the sole exception of one of the 
many kinds worn by the Knox boomers. 
They bear a first-rate good likness of the 
Utica man, having in that feature a dis- 
tinct advantage over most of the cam- 
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dian Affairs, is counted on to do wonders 
for his old friend with the men from the 
Sanflower State. Some of the Missouri 
men are also coming into the Sherman 
camp. This strength from the West is 
what is most desired by, the Sherman 
boomers, for it shows that Dolliver is not 
the only map who can gather Western 
support. 

The invasion of Presidential booms by 
the Sherman candidacy is not confined to 
New York State. Every one of the favorite 
sons in the race for the first place has tied 
up with his boom a number of Congress- 
men who are warm friends of Sherman. 
They know there is not the faintest 
chance for their Presidentia] candidate, 
and they would like mighty well to get in 
and drill for Sherman. Illinois and Indi- 
ana men are going as far as they can 
without openly disregarding their obliga- 
tion to Cannon and Fairbanks. Some of 
the Indiana men would be working for 
Fairbanks for renomination if the Vice 
President would only give them permis- 
sion to do so, but since he has continued 
to stand for the first place or nothing 
they are beginning to take him at his 
word, 


Other Booms Still Going. 


Sherman is the only one of the numer- 
ous Vice Presidential candidates who has 
developed any real enthusiasm. The Cor- 
telyou boom has bogged down badly to-day. 
Diligent segrch among the New Yorkers 
failed to bring to light any who were 
willing to be quoted as in favor of his 
nomination, and not a Cortelyou button 
is in sight anywhere. There remaing 
some talk of Seth Low. It is devoted 
mostly to reiteration of the arguments for 
his availability, which usually begin and 
end with his strength with the labor vote. 

New Jersey is in evidence with her 
Murphy boom, and Massachusetts has 
apened gorgeous headquarters, where the 
Curtis Guild boom holds forth. 

And there is John Hays Hammond, 
whose boomlet got a desperate setback 
this morning by the injudicious distribu- 
tlon of extremely bad eigars by his man- 
ager, John Montgomery. He hails from 


Colorado, where they seldom see a Ha- 
vana and the fragrance of a Simon Pure 
tobaccy cigar usually betrays the fertility 
of the Connecticut soil. Some curious 
gentlemen went over and consulted Mont- 
gomery long enough to get next to some 
of these cigars, Their interest in the 
Hammond boom faded promptly.

Mr. Dougherty of Ohio has been the 
talk for the head of the Committee on 
Credentials, but the Administration men 
concluded that it would not be wise to 
pick an Ohio man in view of the contests 
which may go to the committee for set- 
tlement. In his place they have fixed on 
Senator Fulton of Oregon, 

Gov. Hill of Maine will be put at the 
head of the Committee on Permanent Or- 
ganization. Senator Warner of Missouri 
is chosen for the Chairmanship of. the 
committee to notify the nominee for the 
Presidency. Warner ts an old soldier, and 
has stood steadfastly by the Administra- 
tion in the Brownsville affair. 

Ordinarily this appointment would go to 
the Permanent Chairman of the conven- 
tion.

FATHER AND SON SET ABLAZE. 


Ran from Burning Paint Shop Covered 
with Flaming Benzine. 


Three men and a boy were badly burned 
by a fire which started in the paint store 
of Lewis Bratt on the ground floor of 
the double tenement house at 154-6 
Goerck Street last night. The boy was 
so seriously hurt that he will probably 
die,

Delegation Is About Evenly. Divided 





Between Gov. Fort and Senator 
Kean for the Place.

CHICAGO, June 14.—Gov. Fort and 
United States Senators Kean and Briggs 
headed the New Jersey delegation which 
reached here in a special train to-night, 
bringing with it about sixty persons, in- 
cluding the twenty-four delegates and 
politicians. During the trip Senator Kean, | 
who has opposed supporting Knox, to- 
gether with David Baird, another delegate 
at large, agreed to go along with the Taft 
programme led by Gov. Fort. 

“We are solid for Taft, and united for 
Murphy for Vice President,’’ said Gov, 
Fort. 

The real fight centres upon the choice 
of Chairman of the delegation. Gov.| 
Fort, while hopeful, said that to-night the 
delegation stood evenly divided, twelve 
being for himself and the same number 
for Senator Kean. It is believed that 
David Baird will be abie to win over one 
of the South Jersey delegates now sup- 
porting Gov. Fort and make Senator 
Kean’s election certain. 

Thomas N. McCarter will represent the 
delegation on the Resolution Committee 
and probably place ex-Gov. Murphy in 
nomination for the Vice Presidency. Gov. 
Fort. is scheduled by the politicians op- 

sing him for Chairman of the Creden- | 
ials Committee. Ex-Gov. Murphy will] 
be re-elected National Committeeman in 
the caucus to-morrow. 

Delegations from all parts of the coun- 
try came in on all the trains to-day, and 
some of them marched through the 
streets. But despite the inrush of stran- | 
gers there was an undercurrent of feeling 
that the multiude was not as great and 
the enthusiasm not as feverish as in the 
times past. It was observed that some 
of the arriving State delegations were 
stripped to a strict business basis of 
delegates and alternates, without the 
usual quota of strong-lunged shouters. 
This brought the cancellation of hotel 
rooms in goodly numbers, until some of 
the large hotels threatened legal proceed- 
ings for this unexpected diminution of 
revenue, 

Massachusetts came in with ex-Gov. 
John D. Long, one of the four delegates 
at large, mueeing. His absence was at- 
tributed to his fear of the Chicago cli- 
mate, but was the subject of a good deal 
of comment, owing to the hard fight pre- 
vious to the State Convention, in which 
he was strongly opposed, his selection as 
a delegate being made possible only by 
the withdrawal of ex-Gov, Bates, 

The entire Massachusetts delegation 
will vote on the first ballot for the nomi- 
nation of Gov, Curtis B. Guild, Jr., of 
that State, for Vice President. The Bay 
State delegates, however, expressed great 
interest in the increasing talk of Repre- 
sentative Sherman. Thy were much sur- 
prised, it appeared, that Gov. Guild’s name 
was not, as they expressed it, ‘‘ more 
precetnent in the discussion of the Vice 
residential situation.”

‘Makes a Special Journey from 
Potsdam to Receive New 
American Ambassador. 


THEY TALK HALF AN HOUR 


Dr. Hill Gratified by the Warmth of 
His Reception — Mrs. Hill 
Not In Berlin. 


Special Cable to THE NEw YORK TIMBS. 

. BERLIN, June 14.—Dr. David Jayne 
‘Hill, who has succeeded Charlemagne 
Tower as the American Ambassador at 
Berlin, was received in private audience 
by Emperor William at the royal pal- 
ace in this city at 12:45 this afternoon, 
The audience, which took place in the 
open air, in the garden of the castle, 
lasted for half an hour. 

The ,interview was characterized by 
the utmost cordiality, and the new Am- 
bassador, upon returning to his apart- 
ments in the Hotel Adlon, appeared to 
have been most agreeably impressed by 
the graciousness and genuineness of the 
Emperor's reception. 

The Kaiser not only broke all the 
precedents of the Court_yh receiving 
Dr. Hill within forty-eight hours after 
his arrival in Berlin—the custom being 
for the new chief of a foreign diplo- 
matic mission to wait for presentation 
for a week to ten days—but he motored 
in from Potsdam, where the imperial 
family is now in residence, especially 
to receive and greet Mr. Tower’s suc- 
cessor. 

Promptly at 12:30 o'clock the two 
gilded Court carriages, in charge of 
Baron von dem Knesebeck, the Master 
of Ceremonies in the imperial house- 
hold, drew up at Dr. Hill's hotel to 
convey him and the Embassy staff to 
the castle. Dr. Hill was clad in the 
regulation evening dress, as prescribed 
by the etiquette of the Berlin Court. 
He entered the first carriage with the 
Master of Ceremonies, while the Secre- 
tary of the Embassy, John W. Garrett, 
and Lieut. Commander Belknap, the 
Naval Attaché, followed in the second 
carriage. Two members of the Embassy | 
staff wgre absent. Col. Wisher, 
Military Attaché, was out of the city,

It was not until after 
Halma had been returned to America that 
his produce became at all conspicuous on 
the French turf, and several of his sons 
and daughters left behind him have been 
winners of important races since. 

Mr. Vanderbilt also established, separate 
from his breeding farm, a training quar- 
ters, which is one of the best equipped in 
France and in which he usually has about 
fifty horses in training. 

For several years the Vanderbilt horses 
have been trained by the American horse. 
man William Duke, formerly associated 
in partnership on the American turf with

HE LIKES TO GO A-VISITING 


Yesterday He Sent a Timorous Student 
of Nature Out of the Park in a 
Hurry—The Big Python Fed. 


Pete, the badger, one of the ugliest 
specimens in the Bronx Park Zoological 
Gardens, came near causing a riot yes- 
terday. 

Pete, in spite of his ugliness, is the fa- 
vorite pet of Raymond L. Dittmars, cura- 
tor of the reptile house, and of two keep- 
ers, Kane and Londsberg, of the small 
mammal house. He is allowed the priv- 
flege of the Zoo, and only at night is he 
held prisoner in his cage. All the keepers 
receive almost daily visits from Pete. He 
is a general favorite of all who know 
im. 

But there are some visitors at the park 
who do not know Pete. They have seen 
him now and then in his cage, and they 
all agree that Pete is about the most vil- 
lainous-looking animal they ever came 
across, with the possible exception of the 
hyenas. It is not so much Pete’s looks, 
but his manner, which give strangers 
this impression of villainy. Pete is a 
pessimist. He is constantly growling and 
showing his teeth. He does not look one 
squarely in the eye. He holds his head 
low and glares up through half-closed 
lids. 

,8o much for Pete's unprepossessing 
personal appearance. Pete was lect loose 
from his cage in the small mammal house 
yesterday morning and started on his 
visit to the administration building to 
see his friend, Mr. Dittmars, He was 
duly received and patted and got a 


cake to nibble on, then departed, bent 
apparently upon other calls. Half an 
hour elapsed. Mr. Dittmars was _ busy 
with some correspondence, when he heard 
some “one pounding on the door and 
velling: 

*‘ Let me in, let me iIn.”’ 

The tone was distinctly inspired by 
great fear. Mr. Dittmars hustled down 
to the door and opened it. An elderly 
man sprang inside and banged the door. 

‘“‘There’s a mad animal out there, and 
he’s chasing a lot of children,”’ exclaimed 
the intruder. His face was blanched and 
he was breathing fast. ‘‘ He’s gone mad 
sure, and if you don’t hurry he will kill 
somebody,’ added the elderly man, ex- 
citedly. 

Mr. Dittmars ran for the door 
bolted out, followed by the stranger. 

“There he is ap. ths path,” yelled the 
elderly man, pointing toward the small 
mammal house. 

In the middle of the path stood Pete, 
his bristles up, growling and champing his 
teeth. Several children were scurrying 
out of his way, and two or three men 
were standing off at a safe distance 
looking on. They, too, apparently thought 
Pete had gone mad. 

“ Why, that’s only our pet badger,”’ 
said Mr. Dittmars. ‘‘ He wouldn’t hurt 
a baby. Why, he is just as gentle as a 
pet dog.”’

For two 
years it has been performed at intervals, 
for in all that time the big constrittor 
has refused to touch a mouthful of food. 
It took fourteen keepers and Mr. Ditt- 
mars on Saturday to feed the python.

WASTE PAPER NUISANLE ENDS. 


Crowds at Zoological Gardens Quick 
to Respond to Director’s Request. 


The waste paper crusade which has been 
waged by Director William T. Hornaday 
and the curators of the Bronx Park Zo- 
ological Gardens is beginning to show re- 
sults. ‘There was scarcely a scrap of 
paper to be seen in the park yesterday 
afternoon when most of the Sunday crowd 
had departed. There were few peanut 
hulls or other rubbish, either, and the 
curators were well pleased with the result 
of their crusade. 

Up to a week or two ago the park on 
Monday mornings resembled a picnic 
field. Waste paper was scattered all over 
the park, and lunch boxes and- other 
Scraps littered the walks and slopes. 
Director Hornaday appealed to the public 
through Tur Times, asking them to re- 
frain from throwing’ waste paper about 
the park, but instead to put it in the re- 
ceptacles which had been put at intervals 
along the walks for that purpose. All 
the keepers were instructed to ask per- 
sons not to litter the park with waste 
paper and peanut shells. They were told 
to make the request politely, but to be 
thorough in their efforts to stop the nul- 
sance, 

Director Hornaday was out of the city 
yesterday, but Raymond L. Dittmars, 
curator of the reptile house, was at the

said: 

“The waste paper nuisance has been 
done away with at last, and the oppes) to 
the public through THp Times has brought 
about good results. Before this campaign 
on the waste paper nuisance was begun 
there used to be three or four cartloads 
of waste paper and empty lunch boxes 
taken from the park every Monday morn- 
ing. There will not be enough to-morrow 
morning to fill a wheelbarrow.

“The keepers have followed instruc- 
tions well. The curators have also gone 
about among the crowds requesting per- 
sons not to throw waste paper into the 
park, and the receptacles have been 
pointed out to them. Usually the per- 
sons who were told took the request 
gracefully and did as asked. Only now 
and then there would be an ugly spirit of 
rebellion shown. But on the whole the 
crowds have done as we have asked, and 
I think the waste paper nuisance has 
ended for good.”’ 


TRAGEDY IN FEATHERS. 


Helpless Crowd Sees a Cat Rald a 
Harlem Sparrow's Home. 


Tragedy in the form of a big tomcat 
| visited the home of a pair of English 
sparrows among the ivy which covers the 
front of 389 West Twenty-third Street 
yesterday, while a number of persons 
looked on unable to lend a hand. The 
sparrows had built there in the ivy above 
the cecond story windows late in the 
Spring. The nest was a bulky affair of 
dried grass blades and It was lined with 
feathers collected along the water front. 
Altogether it was an elaborate creation 
and had cost the sparrows many days of 


toil. 

Mrs. Sparrow had laid five spotted eggs 
there some weeks ago, and last week the 
young sparrows came. Those who live in 
889 knew this, because fragments of egg 
shell had been thrown from the nest by 
the parent birds. Then, too, tie occu- 
pants of 839 could hear the subdued chirp- 
ing of the youngsters. The mother And 
father sparrows became very busy hunting 
foodNfor the little ones, and their trips to 
and from the nest were many. Their ar- 
rival was always heralded by an eutburst 
of chirping from the youngsters. It was 
a very happy little orgy and those who 
live in 389 took great interest in their 
feathered neighbors. 

The mother and father bird were out 
hunting food for the little ones yesterday 
afternoon, when a stray cat which had 
apparently been observing the family for 
some time started to climb the ivy vine. 
No one saw the cat until it was past the 
windows of the second floor and had 
reached the nest. There it clung a mo- 
ment, lsterin to the sounds inside, 
Then it stealthily reached out one paw 
and inserted it in the nest. Out it came 
with one of the little sparrows, grasped 
firmly in the claws. The young bird 
was screaming. The cat relaxed its grip 
and the bird fell to the yard below. 
Again the stealthy paw entered the nest 
and another young sparrow came tum- 
bling down. his was repeated until all 
five lay dead on the ground. A crowd 
had gathered on the opposite side of the 
street, but was unable to stop the slaugh- 
ter. *

Launch Passenger Celebrated a 
Big Catch by Lighting a 
Cigar Near the Gasoline. 


SKIPPER TOOK TOTHEWATER 


And Swam About in Circles While the 
Passengers Fought the Blaze—All 
Were Saved by the Yacht Arion. 


A thirty-foot launch from Canarsie, 
with fourteen men in it, was lying at 
anchor off Seabrignt yesterday afternoon, 
The passengers were fishing. One of the 
party finally drew in a large fish. They 
hadn't caught anything for several hours, 
and as luck seemed about to change one 
of the fishermen lighted a cigar before he 
put his line overboard again. The match 
he threw toward the stern. Instantly 
there was a flash of flame several ra 
in height. While thirteen men tried to 
put out the blaze the skipper of the boat 
jumped overboard and began swimming 
about in a circle. The shouts of the 
fishermen attracted the attention of the 
crew of the steam yacht Arion, belong- 
ing to Michael Blasitus and Jacob Hein- 
rich of 2,089 Third Avenue, which lay 
less than a quarter of a mile away. 

Capt. Iverson of the Arion ordered his 
crew of six men into the Arion’s two 
boats and started with them for the 
launch. As those on the Arion watched 
the scene they began to fear that all of 
the launch’s passengers would be obliged 
to take to the sea perore tne boats could 
reach her, as the flames seemed to be 
gaining on those who were fighting them. 

The Arion’s boats, however, could hold 
only three men in addition to their crews. 
The two boats took off six of the men 
and carried them to another fishing boat 
anchored a little distance away. Then a 
boat’returning took off three more, in- 
cluding the skipper of the launch. 

By this time Herman Blasius had suc- 
ceeded with the aid of some of the pas- 
sengers in getting the anchor of the 


Arion up. Then he rang for full speed 
ahead and steamed for the launch. There 
is a steam pump on board the Anion. By 
the time she reached the launch this had 
been put in operation. Before the rest of 
the launch’s passengers were taken off 
the Arion, with the aid of the steam 
pump, had put the fire out. The six re- 
maining passengers were taken on the 
Arion and finished the afternoon fishing 
with her passengers.

It 
is not open to the buyers of shirts to 
make a bargain with the seller respect- 
ing anything except the price of the 
shirt. ‘Buf the builders of railways and 
the purveyors of railway supplies are so 
organized that their interests may be 
controlled by mutual arrangements, 
The price of the railway product—its 
transportation facilities—is regulateé 
by law, while the steel market is open 
so far as the law goes. Now is it a 
square deal that one set of prices 
should be forced down or prevented 
from rising, while the other should be 
exposed to every vicissitude? If the 
statute gives stability to freights, why 
may not sellers of steel seek in their 
business similar stability? And if 
commodity prices rise with costs, why 
should not freight rates? 

If the argument is to prevail that all 
price regulation is uneconomic, then let 
all prices remain free. But assuredly 
it is not economic to regulate one set 
of related prices. In no case has the 
country a moral or economic right to 
prosper at the expense of bankruptcies 
and insolvencies. We tried that meth- 
cd of reviving trade once, and we are 
trying another now, on the hither side 
of bankruptcies and bargain sales. 

There {s a cheapness of commodities 
which is undesirable at the cost of such 
cut-throat conditions as those under 
which the Carnegie Steel Company 
thrived, and the Steel Trust was made 
necessary as a refuge from general 
bankruptcy. Cheapness is desirable, 
but not excessive cheapness., Destruct- 
ive and unintelligent competition {s not 
so highly esteemed as it once was. 


LORD CROMER’S NEW POSITION. 


Lord Crompr succeeds the late Duke 
of DEVONSHIRDP as President of the Un- 
fonist Free Trade Club and leader of 
the free trade branch of the Liberal 
Unionist Party in England. In some 
respects he {fs Indeed a worthy succes- 
sor to one of the most remarkable and 
influential statesmen of modern Eng- 
land. The chief difference is in the 
fact that in his case reputation won 
in the most brilliant public service of 
recent English public life gives him 
the prestige that his predecessor gained 
by ancient lineage and hereditary rank, 
but the later has, {!n common with 
the earlier leader, great experience, 
firm independence, and profound sym- 
pathy with the mind and temper of | 
what may be called the rational con- 
servatives among their countrymen. 

The situation of the Free Trade Un- 
fonists in England at present Is peculiar. 
The fundamental purpose of the Liberal 
Unionists was resistance to home rule 
for Ireland. To attain that purpose 
they aided in the election of the Con- 
servative Government. When the Con- 
servative Government went over to the 
protectionist policy of Mr. CHAMBER- 
LAIN, the Unionists aided the Liberals 
in overthrowing it. Now the Liberal 
Government, by adding the enormous 
burden of old-age pensions to the ex- 
penditures made necessary by the naval 
requirements, threatens new taxation, 
and a. powerful section’ of the Liberals 
openly incline to the policy of finding 
the basis of this taxation in duties ‘i 
imports, with a protectionist leaning. 
Against this the Free Trade Unionists 
are organizing, and Lord Crompr has 
accepted the leadership of the move- 
ment. His action would seem, on the 
face of it, as unselfish as the lofty 
spirit of the Duke of DEVONSHIRE him- 
self could have suggested, for there is 
but a very remote prospect that the 
principles he represents will be in ac- 
tive ascendency in England for a long | 
time. If he and his followers succeed 
in securing the safety of those =| 
ciples it will only be by influencing; 
the majority party. They are, in fact, 
in much the position of the Gold Demo- 
crats in our own country, and are =I 
forming the same kind of public service 
in the same disinterested manner. | 


NO TRANSFER ON A TRANSFER. 


Possibly a decision published on Fri- 
day may throw light upon the chaos in 
the street railway tangle. A plaintiff | 
who had won 5 cents in his sult for| 
excess fare, paid when a transfer was 
refused, lost his appeal for larger dam- 
ages. The Court of Appeals = 
that he was nof entitled to ask for a 
transfer upon a transfer, and placed 
all costs of the litigation upon him. | 
This was discouraging, for he had won 
other suits so frequently that he was 
a large gainer by the companies’ re- 
fusals of what had been decided previ- 
ously were his rights. | 

We have heard, much criticism of | 
American meekness in submission. tu 
wrong, and of the merits of the sturdy 
Briton who stood upon his‘ rights even 
In matters of pennies. But we never 
have heard of Britons who made pavesed, 
by thus suing for pennies, There seems 
to be something in the administration | 
of British justice which discourages 
these lawsuits for profit, and it is well 
that the remedy is at last applied in 
this class of cases here. For the abuse 
of transfers has been so scandalous that | 
it is impossible to sympathize with any- 
body who alleges he has not received 
his money’s worth and full rights ex- 
cept upon the clearest proof. In the 
Third Avenue case it was shown that 
within ten years the transfers had risen 
from 1.1 per cent. to 55.13 per cent. of 
all revenue passengers, and that the 
average fare paid per passenger had 
fallen to 3.16 cents. Receiver Wuuirt- 
RIDGE, who is doing so much to make 
these matters amusing, introduced a 
statement, which may be called nedar- 
evidence, to the effect that for 10 cents 
anybody could ride all day and have 
transfers left to give away if he sur-

One result of the passage of the 
Agnew-Hart anti-gambling laws is the 
promise of a “‘ New Saratoga.” Every ; 
one who has been there knows that in 
climate, surroundings, and the medicinal 
properties of its waters Saratoga is not 
surpassed by the spas and health re- 
sorts of Europe. The springs will soon 
be renewed, thanks to the passage of a 
special act prohibiting their drainage 
by the natural gas companies. The} 
announcement by a company of wealthy 
and influential citizens that a new spa, 
with baths and parks more beautiful 
even than their European counterparts, 
is to be built will be welcomed by those 
who witnessed with sadness the de- 
moralization of Saratoga.

Some of the best ex- 
planations made are

Hence 
they tend to sympathize with the con- 
ductor as against the passenger and to 
hear the latter’s complaints with an in- 
credulous ear. 

Thus stated, the case seems clear and 
our correspondent’s suggestion that In- 
spectors be drawn from another and high- 
er social grade a good one. But js it a 
fact that our conductors are a particular- 
ly discourteous lot? That is the rather 
general impression among New Yorkers, 
and it is often emphatically confirmed by 
visitors from other cities, and yet the 
accuracy of the impression is at least 
questionable. That some of the platform 
lords are sometimes impudent and brutal 
cannotebe denied, but inexcusable mis- 
behavior is rare, and we really think that 
as a rule these much criticised men show 
remarkable patience and politeness, con- 
sidering the numberless temptations and | 
irritations to which they are subjected 
and the amount of work imposed upon 
them. 

The conditions of their service are pecu- 
liar and trying. Nowhere else are street | 
cars and trains so densely or so constant. | 
ly crowded, nowhere else do the ie sad 
gers include so large a number of stran- 
gers, bewildered and helpless, and no-| 
where else is there as much need of | 
exhortation to rapid movement.

BATTLESHIP TO MEET PRINCE 


The New Hampshire Going to Quebec 
in Honor of Wales’s Visit. 


Work is being rushed on the new bat- 
tleship New Hampshire at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard that she may be ready to 
leave here Saturday on her trip to Que- 
bec to honor the Prince of Wales on his 
visit to Canada.

He Thinks, However, That a 
Guiding Hand Must First —

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DEFENDS HIGH SCHOOLS 


Says That So-Called Vocational De 
partments Can Never Accom- 
plish Equal Results. 


Dr. W. H. Maxwell, City Superintendent 
of Schools, is a member of the Committee 
of Ten to be called to meet in this city 
in the latter part of this month to con- 


sider the question of trade or vocational 
schools. 


Spedking yesterday in connection with 
the significance of the dedication Friday 
evening of the Stuyvesant High School, 
said to be the finest example in the world 
of the manual training school for children, 
Supt. Maxwell said: 

“The trade school hag no higher ame- 
bition than to shorten the time in which 
a boy may bécome a journeyman; the 
Stuyvesant High School leads directly to 
the mechanical profession—civil, electrical, 
and mechanical engineering, as well as to 
the development of artisans. 

“This city will, I doubt not, before long 
have trade schools as an integral part of 
its public school system. That day will 
not be hastened, however, by the ignorant 
and foolish talk of a few educational 
sociologists, generally of the pseudo-sta- 
tistical type, who would have us abandon 
the wisdom of experience in order to em- 
brace their crude theories; who urge us to 
give up our high schools to establish what 
they call vocational schools; to resign the 
training gf boys and girls for the higher 
walks of life to turn out more journey- 
men. 

‘“‘These persons forget that in this na- 
tion of New York—and may not this 
‘colossal emporium of men, wealth, arts, 
and intellectual power’ well be called @ 
nation?—all kinds of institutions of learne : 
ing have become necessaries of modern 
city life, the university as well as the 
kindergarten, the high school as well as 
the elementary school, the literary high 
school as well as the commercial high 
school, the manual training high school 
as well as the trade or vocational schools, 

‘‘The trade school we shall have as 
soon as some one with sufficient intelll- 
gence—such a one has not yet appeared—~ 
shall have worked out a plan for trade 
schools suited to the genius of American 
civilization. : 

“The work of the new Stuyvesant High 
School will add greatly to the industrial 
efficiency of our citizens, and to the ine 
dustrial wealth of our city; it will ene : 
hance the dignity of labor, and it will 
increase indefinitely the satisfaction 
which the skilled workman takes in his 
task.”’ 

Dr. Maxwell ascribes the failure of the 
high schools to hold their pupils to the 
desire on the part of business men and 
manufacturers to utilize cheap labor and 
the slightest possible degree of skill that 
will suffice for a given piece of work. 
He gives this example: 

“One of the most prominent manufact- 
uring concerns in this city maintains @ 
trade school and shop for the training of 
apprentices. The course is five years, 
Students receive from $2.50 a week in the 
first six months to $7.50 a week in the 
last year. Bach boy and his parents 
sign an agreement before he is admitted 
that he shall remain for the full course. 

“What are the results? Only about 
one-third of the students survive the first 
year, and only about 10 per cent. are 
graduated from the course. 

“The Superintendent of the plant sald 
in explanation: 

‘““* When these boys have been with us 
a short time they learn to run a lathe. 
They find they can earn $12 to $15 @ 
week, and off they go. We warn them 
again and again that they will never 
get any higher, that they will always ree 
main low down in the scale of labor, mere

tem of division of labor, but to no avail.’ 

‘““When boys, attracted by a little high- 
er wage,” continued Dr. Maxwell, “‘ leave 
a trade school in which they are paid 
when boys and their 
parents are willing to sacrifice all the 
glowing prospects of the future for a lit- 
tle temporary gain, is it matter of aston- 
ishment that boys leave high schools 
where they receive no wages whatever?”

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THREAT OF ABOYCOTT 
TAKEN AS A “BLUFF” 


Canadians Don’t Believe the 
Theatre Managers Will Cut 
Out Their Territory. 


WON'T LOSE MUCH, BRADY 


And as to the Piracy of American 
Plays Being “ Inappreciable,” Coun- 
sel Produces His Complaint File. 


Interest in the theatrical boycott of 
Canada by American theatrical man- 
agers, threatened in a resolution adopted 
unanimously at the last meeting of the 
National Association of Theatrical Pro- 
ducing Managers in the Hudson Theatre, 
has spread far and wide. The Canadians 
themselves do not appear to believe that 
the threat will be carried out. William A, 
Brady, who introduced the resolution, and 


Lignon Johnson, general counsel for the | 


association, both assert that the managers 
are in earnest. 


The resolution as adopted by the as- 


the American producing managers in all 
branches of the business, provided that no 
more American theatrical productions 
should be sent to Canada after May 1, 
1909, unless, among other things, the 
present copyright laws of the Dominion 
are so altered as to afford an effective 
remedy against play piracy. The resolu- 
tion in this summary form was not car- 
ried without debate, especially from the 
most prominent manager present, who 
felt that less abrupt measures might be 
more judicious and equally effectual. 


Canadians Think It a Bluff. 


The Canadian point! of view, as ex- 
pressed by BH. R. Parkhurst in The To- 
ronto Globe two days after the passage of 
the resolution, is that reform in copyright 
must be reciprocal. 

“This resolution has to be taken with 
@ very large grain of salt,” said Mr. 
Parkhurst. ‘No one in Canada is so 
foolish as to suppose that the United 
States theatrical managers have been sup- 
plying us with attractions*for the last 
thirty-five years simply to benefit us or 
to promote pur dramatic education. The 
fact is that the theatrical magnates of 
New York will continu: to supply us with 
our theatrical fare so Wng as it pays them 
to do so, in spite of copyright regulations 
or customs exactions. The National As- 
sociation of Theatrical broaucing Mana- 
gers, if they want a reform, will do well 
to induce their own Government to con- 
sent to the enactment of an equitable 
copyright law and a relaxation of their 
own customs restrictions.”’ 

Mr. Parkhurst went on to say that, even 
if the threat were carried out, the result 
might not be such a calamity, as produc- 
tions might be imported from England, 
and it ‘‘ would certainly be a blessing if a 
large number of plays and musical 
comedies of United States manufacture 
were barred out from this country. For 
the most part they reflect United States 
as oppos te Canadian and imperial sen- 
timent.”’ 

He also declared that the amount of 
piracy was rece as the theatri- 
cal trust controlled most of the leading 
theatrical productions, and also the Cana- 
dian theatres. 


Canadian Manager’s View. 


W. A. Edwards, General Manager of the 
Sparrow Theatrical Enterprises, which 
control theatres in Montreal and Otta- 
wa, and represent the Klaw & Erlanger 
Syndicate, told a T1imMps correspondent yes- 
terday in Montreal that he expected no 
trouble from the proposed boycott. Mr. 
Edwards, however, was under the impres- 
sion that tne proposal to cut Canada out 
of the bookings had been laid on the ta- 
ble. 

“TI am informed that throughout On- 
tario, répertoilre companies playing one- 
night stands at times put on plays on 
which royalty is paid by American man- 
agers,” he said. ‘“‘As the representative 
of those- managers in Canada, I try to 
run down such cases, but it sagpens that 
plays are often put on under other names 
and sometimes even the names of the 
characters are changed, se that it is diffi- 
cult to trace then. 

Asked if the American managers had 
not the same legal recourse as the French 
Authors’ Association, which took legal 
action in court against ‘‘ Les Nouveautes ” 
and the Theatre National last season, 
when those houses produced plays copy- 
righted in France, Mr. Edwards replied 
that these French-speaking theatres, so 
far as he had been able to ascertain, 
had been willing to pay royalties, but 
could not always tell to whom the royalty 
was due. He cited, as one instance, “ The 
Thief,”” for which Charles Frohman had 
purchased the rights in all languages in 
the United States and Canada, and ex- 
plained that he found the management 
of “‘ Les Nouveautes ” had paid the agents 
of the author in France for the right to 
produce the play in French in Montreal. 


Won’t Lose Much by Quitting. 


Ligon Johnson, counsel for the Assocla- 
tion of Producing Managers, said yester- 
day as to Mr. Parkhurst’s remarks in 
The Toronto Globe that the action of the 
managers was anything but a “ bluff.” 
In the first place, -he said, no American 
company under the observation of the 
association had found the Canadian terri- 
tory profitable to any considerable de- 
gree last season, and the interest of 
American producers in sending companies 
to Canada was rather to develop the ter~ 
ritory for the future than as a field of 


immediate profit. The territory could be 
cut off the map, he said, without causing 
any serious loss to American managers, 
William A. Brady, who introduced the 
resolution, expressed the same opinion.

BLIND TOM, PIANIST, 
DIES OF A STROKE 


Old Negro with Strange Mastery 
of Music Ends His Days 
in Hoboken. 


A CHILD ALL HIS LIFE 


Carey for In His Declining Years by 
the Daughter of His Old 
Master. 


Thomas Wiggins, the “Blind Tom” 
| whose strange mastery of the piano with- 
}out teaching or scientific knowledge of 
| the instrument made thousands wonder, 
| died on Saturday at the home of a daugh- 
ter of his old master and one-time owner, 
Col. James N. Bethune of Georgia. 
| Mrs. Albert J. Lerche, who was Miss 
Eliza Bethune before her marriage, had 
cared for the old. blind negro musician 
| for many years past, keeping him happy 
and comfortable in her home, at 60 
Twelfth Street, Hoboken. It was there 
that he died suddenly of apoplexy. 

“Blind Tom” was twice erroneously 
reported dead, once in 1903, and prior 
to that a body was identified as his after 
the Johnstown flood, was buried as his, 
and a tombstone put over it, marked with 
his name. 

This time the famous

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. 


Splendid Crop Position—Money Ease 
Worldwide. 


Although transactions on the Stock 
Exchange last week dwindled in such 
fashion that several days brought new 
low records for the year in the volume 
of business on the floor, news develop- 
ments affecting financial markets gen- 
erally and changes in fundamental con- 
ditions were unusually numerous and 
important. The long-deferred cuts in 

| prices of steel products were finally 
announced; the Department of Agri- 
culture published a statement of crop 
conditions as of June 1, full of promise 
for splendid harvests later in the year, 
| and the political atmosphere was to a 
very large extent cleared, so far as the 
financial community is immediately 
concerned, by the multiplying signs 
pointing to the nomination of Mr. Taft 
'at Chicago this week. From each of 
these happenings it was possible for 
those who are looking ahead confidently 
to the restoration of normal business 
| conditions to draw inspiration and good 
cheer, and this was in no wise impaired 
| by the minor developments of the week 
| of & superficially unfavorable char- 
| acter, such as the institution of a re- 
ceivership for the Wheeling & Lake 
| Erie Company, or thé acknowledgment 
of stress involved in the Epie’s runding 
|of approaching interest payments on 
| various issues of its bonds. The ac- 
| knowledgment of weakness in certain 
| parts of the raflroad's fabric is simply 
confirmatory of suspicions already gen- 
| erally entertained, and forms actually 
| the preliminary step in remedying su@h 
; defects. Near the close of the week 
the stock market ‘chose to interpret the 
|announcement regarding the Erie’s 
| funding plan and the qualified success 
fof the Union Pacific bond offering as 
depressing factors, and prices weakened 
only to recover on Saturday. The earlier 
| failure of securities to reflect in any 
| way developments of real and excellent 
import was not difficult to understand. 
| The excited speculation of recent 
|; months was based very largely upon 
‘the eventuating of these very matters, 
and to that extent; therefore, their ar- 
rival had been discounted. This left the 
market in a position calling for further 
forecasts before the adoption of a line 
of procedure, and, as is always the case 
when this process is under way, activity 
was succeeded by torpidity and violent 
price fluctuations by the narrowest of 
changes. In the decision finally reached | 
iit is safe to assume that such a crop 
showing as that made by the Govern- 
ment report, together with the practica] 
certainty of enlarged orders for steel 
products by railroads and other users 
as a result of price reductions, will 
finally -_prove’ to be the dominating 
factors. 

We are reminded so constantly of the 
fact that the greater number of our 
people are still engaged in agricultural 
pursuits, or dependent upon agriculture 
in one way or another for their income 
and general welfare, that it is perfectly 
natural to scrutinize closely at this sea- 
son of the year the various reports from 
the fields. A series of excellent crop 
years has served to build up the West 
to the point where it is feeling far less 
than any other section of the country 
at this time the effects of the recent 

' financial disturbances, and it is, there- 
| fore, peculiarly. gratifying that in few 
years at this season has the outlook for 
harvest yieMis been better than at this 
time. Winter wheat, Spring wheat, 
corn and hgy are the crops which yield 
the largest returms to the country as a 
whole, and the Government’s. report on 
each of these is good. The condition of 
Winter wheat is placed at 86 per cent., 
which is three points under the condi- 
tion figure on May 1 last, but seven 
points ‘above that of June, 1907, and 
five points above the ten-year average. 
Estimates indicate a crop or 440,000,000 
bushels, which compares with an indi- 
| cated crop of 379,782,000 bushels a year 
ago, and an actual yield of 409,442,000 
bushels. Of Spring wheat the report 
says that the acreage under cultivation 
exceeds that of last year by 631,000 
acres, while the condition figure of 95 
for the four chief States is six points 


BOSTON COPPER GOSSIP. 


Copper Sells Up to 1314 Cents, with 
Output Growing—Yield Notes.

BOSTON, June 13.— There have been 
sales of copper at 138% this week, but it 
lis to be had in quantity at 13c. 

Estimated production of the’Lake 8u- 
perior mines for May was 19,675,500 
pounds, 600,000 more than in April, and 
the largest single month's output this 
year. For the five months the total is 
91,479,609 pounds, a loss of 4,395,138 from 
the figures of the corresponding period 
of last year. 

Elm River and Isle Royale are both 
about to go lode-hunting with diamond 
drills, and Seneca is continuing ite work 
of that descriyftion. 

Treasurer Graves of Victoria reports 
notable reductions in cost of production; 
also that the drifts, both east and west, 
from the twenty-second level are in good 
ground, especially the former. 

Winona’s No. 4 shaft is opening up on 
the seventh level what appears to be 
good ground, : 

A Calumet and Hecla official 1s quoted 
as saying that no increase in rock ship- 
ments is contemplated for some time to 
come. Osceola, on the contrary, has in- 
creased its shipments to 4,100 tons dally. 

Two strikes of importance are reported 
by the Old Dominion Company—on the 
tenth and fourteenth levels. The latter 
averages 8 to 10 per cent. copper and the 
former 7 per cent. 

Report has it that the Copper Queen 
will do the smelting for the Shattuck 
mine. 

Considerable machinery is being sent in 
to the Mammoth district, north of Ben- 
son, Ariz., where Catumet and Arizona 
is developing the Clark-Scanlon property 
and the Copper Creek Company is doing 
much work. A large amount of work is 
also cut out in the Helvetia district.

It will be a short time only now 
before the country’s railroads are en- 
gaged in the handling of the first of 
the yields of the fields, and with the 
coming of this business many of the 
problems which failing earnings have 
presented to executives here and there 
will find solution and that disconcerting 
record of idle carg will take its place 
among other unhappy memories. Be- 
tween May 13 and May 27 over 22,500 
c on the idle list went back into 
service, and by July 1 reductions in 
dead equipment will be. chronicled 
weekly. But the influence of farm ac- 
tivity will not cease here. The rail- 
roads are the best customers of the 
steel makers, and the tonnage of steel 
products on all the roads forms a larg 
percentage of the total volume of trage 
fic. After a futile and unfortunate at- 
tempt to maintain prices in the face of 
reduced purchasing power, the steel 
manufacturers have now made reduc- 
tions, and while these may perhaps 
have to be shaded still furthér before 
the low is touched it will be a question 
of a short time only when, tempted by 
so excellent a crop outlook and a clear- 
ing political situation, not only the 
railroads but consumers generally will 
place orders in volume. The larger 
manufacturers of steel are entirely 
justified in their efforts togprevent the 
ruinous competition which marked the 
trade only a few years ago upon every 
appearance of full time, and to that ex- 
tent organization and agreements are 
praiseworthy. It is to be hoped that 
such a policy can be maintained for 
the general welfare. The Wheeling & 
Lake Erie receivership clears the air so 
far as the Gould system is concerned, 
for it will lead undoubtedly to a con- 
solidation of this. property with the 
Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal Company, 
a scaling down of excessive capitaliza- 
tion, and the reaching of an under- 
standing both in the East and West 
with competing roads that will reduce 


| aggressiveness on either side to a mini- 


mum. The Erie interest funding is a 
step in the right direction, following 
the financial assistance extended to the 
road in April, for by means of it the 
road will be able to conserve its cash 
at a moment when earnings are falling, 
improvements needed, and borrowing 
difficult. 


Exports of gold dropped last week to 
small figures as compared with earlier 
movements, and even the banking 
houses previously engaged in shipping 
the metal expressed the opinion that 
the movement was near its end. Such 
would seem to ba the case if the ex- 
traordinary ease in money abroad is to 
exert its customary influence. The Bank 
of Germany, to which country much of 
the gold recently taken has been going, 
made an excellent showing in its week- 
ly statement, so much 8o that an early 
reduction in its discount rate is ex- 
pected. The Bank of England's return 
included a reserve percentage above the 
average at this season for the past ten 
years, while the Bank of France, atilr 
accumulating gold in the London mar- 
ket, has already on hand the record 
amount of $622,095,000. This exceeds 
its holdings at this\time a year ago by 
$85,000,000, although ‘the loans of the 
bank stand now at $154,600,000, as 
against $187,800.000 at this time last 
year. This hoarding is still unexplained, 
but unless it is instigated by disturbing 
causes not yet revealed it can only 
result in greater money ease on the 
Continent. Our own banks continue to 
draw in funds from the interior and 
from the Government, and it becomes 
daily more apparent that further with- 
drawals of Treasury funds from the 
banks must soon be made. 


GERMANY IN THE EAST, 


Proposed Increase In Subsidy to North 
German Lloyd Pacific Service. 


The German Reichstag has before it a> 
bill" granting an increase of $125,000 in 
the annual impérial subsidy to the Nortb 
German Lloyd Steamship Company for 
the establishment of a four-weekly ser- 
vice between the German protectorate 
of New Guinea, Japan, and Australia. 

The Under Secretary of State quoted 
statistics at the first hearing to show 
that the development of the new mail 
steamship Mnes had given very satisfac- 
tory results since 1886. The total ton- 
nage on the East Asian and Australian 
lines of the North German Lloyd had 
risen from 83,447 in 1888 to 283,833 in 
1906, the total value of the cargoes from 
74,500,000 marks (1 mark equals 28.8 cents) 
to 369,000,000 marks, exports of merchan- 
dise-from 33,000,000 to 156,500,000 marks, 
and the number of passengers carried 
from 12,223 to 365, The exports to 
China had increased in value from 24,- 


ye 


| 200,000 marks in 1889 to 68,100,000 marks 


in 1907; those to Japan from 18,500,000 
marks to 102,000,000 marks in the same 
time, and those to Australia from 21,000,- 
000 marks to 67,100,000. The subsidizing 
of the company had thus, according to 
the Unéer Secretary of State, been highly 
advantageous to Germany. He said, how- 
ever, that the lines from New Guinea, 
Australia, and Japan could not be main- 
tained without the increase in the sub- 


sidy. 

The Colonial Secretary asserted that the 
new 10 per cent. ad valorem duties, which 
were to be introduced in German New 
Guinea next Ba and the prospective 
revenue of $25, 
trade would more than suffice to cover 
the amount of the proposed subsidy. 

The Berlin corr ndent of The Lon- 
don Times s at German cruisers 
periodically call at Brisbane and other 
Australian ports, and it is calculated that 
if the No German Lloyd is authorized 
to advertise itself in Australian waters 
during the next five years German én- 
terprise will legitimately reap its reward 
at the penne of British trade. Similar 
feelers, the correspondent says, are being 
extended in the direction of Canada.

SETBACK IN LONDON MARKET. 


Erie’s Announcement of Falling Off in 
Earnings Caused Depression.

LONDON, June 14.—Yankeephobes 
have been/ making the most of what 
they call’ the American peril, and 
ascribing wholly to a revival of the 
Erie difficulties the setback which took 
place in the London market last week, 
but the facts are that the depression 
which followed the Erie announcement 
was the only culminating influence in 
the week, which opened with heavy 
selling orders from the Continent. and 
was marked by a falling off in business 
generally and a superabundance of new 
issues. 

Until Friday the Yankees showed 
marked strength by comparisons with 
other departments. Protestants against 
the tendency to take an exaggerated 
view of the Erie position point out that 
the falling off in the road’s earnings 
has been well known, and it does not 
follow that other companies will suffer 
in the same way. 

A lukewarm reception of new Union 
Pacific bonds was due largely to 
ignorance as to the exact value of 
the security offered, the average Eng- 
lish investor never having heard of 
the branch of the road mortgaged. The 
London issuing houses refused any in- 
formation respecting the issue, but it 
is generally believed that a’ good part 
of ‘the loan was:left: with two firms, 
which took charge of it. 

The outlook is regarded as cheerful, 
for the present difficulties are consid- 
ered to be merely temporary, and easy 
money and the distinct growth of busi- 
ness confidence remain factors that 
are bound to have favorable influence.

THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Pittsburg Iron and Steel Men Exag- 
gerate Business Figures—Small 
‘Cuts Disappointing. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, June 13.—There are dif- 
ferent signs of prosperity in the iron and 
steel business, but one that has always 
been. considered about the most sure ‘is 
the tendency among iron and steel mag- 
nates to wish their business deals magni- 
fied in the interests of prosperity. If this 
be a true sign, then there has been a 
return to real prosperity in the’ big iron 
and steel district of Pittsburg, for in the 
past week the iron and steel leaders have 
shown a desire to take their lights out 
from under bushels. Every Ittle deal has 
been magnified by the local ‘press, and 
it is only with .the greatest care and in- 
quiry that anything like the real truth 
can be gotten at. 

This was not the.case when the busi- 
ness depression was at its height; rather, 
Its depth. Then.it was the endeavor of 
the iron and steel men to conceal every 
deal they made from the public. For 
some reason it was not desired'to have 
the outside world know that there was 
anything at all doing. 

Within the past week things have 
changed. Steel men are not only willing 
that the public know all the facts, but 
re anxious that they be told. more than 
facts justify. This is the first real sign 
that business is beginning to look up. 
Within the past week there was one sale 
of pig iron covering a period of three 
years and aggregating not an ounce more 
than 75,000 tons. Those who sold the 
iron gave it out to correspondents not 
in a position to know the facts, that the 
aggregate was 150,000 tons, and it was so 
wired out through the big press associa- 
tions and published in local papers. 
“This is healthful exaggeration, and 
helps business when there is any business 
to help”’’ was the way one steel man 
excused the exaggeration when taken to 
task next da y_ one who had been 
bitten on pig iron figures. 

Whether the cut in rates of finished iron 
and steel products announced by the cor- 
poration at its meeting in New York last 
week will help business greatly and per- 
manently is a question. here is a world 
of dissatisfaction here, where the iron and 
steel is made. Editors of industrial pub- 
lications far from the iron and steel storm 
centre are writing editorials on how busi- 
ness will jump back to old levels. This 
has been borne out bere, where the real 
work is to be done. ‘o be sure, there has 
been a brightening up within the past few 
weeks, and that it will continue is be- 
lieved, but it will be hard to convince the 
thinking iron and steel element here that 
mucb, if any, of this igprovement can be 
attributed to the sma cut in the price 
of certain goods the New York confer- 
ence. <A slash of double the amount of 
reduction announced was what had been 
expected, and THe Timgs’s correspondent, 
is in position to know that sincé this re- 
duction was announced there has been 
declared off an immense deal for pig iron 
here. Both seller and buyer had been 
given to understand that there would be 
@ much larger cut-.in ore as well as on 
other lines, and negotiations had been 
made along that line, but when the event 

roved otherwise the deal was called off. 

owever, there have been some sizable 
deals cloged in lines not affected by the 
New York conference, and more: of them 
will be closed in the week to come. About 
60,000 tons of steel bars were sold during 
the week at the new low rate. It is ex- 
pected that 200,000 more will be closed, as 
the agricultural = makers usually 
close for the year June.

The market was 
also favorably impressed by the non- 
chalance with which New York viewed 
the American Steel Trust’s reduction of 
prices. 

A rather painful surprise was occa- 
sioned at the close of the week by the 
announcement that the Krupp works 
were about to float a gigantic new loan 
of $12,500,000 for the expansion of the 
plant which appears incapable of sup- 
plying the world’s demand for cannon 
and armor plate. 

The speculation in the American mar- 
ket continues so reserved that the local 
market is unaffected by New York and 
London's depression over financial diffi- 
culties. Government securities, espe- 
clally German loans, were freely 
dumped, despite continuing improve- 
ment of the international money mar- 
ket. 


FRENCH RENTES SELL FREELY. 


Heavy Purchases by State Savings 
Banks Prevent Decline in Prices. 


Bpecial.Cable to THE NEw YorK TIMES. 

PARIS, June 14.—French rentes con- 
tinued to be offered in goodly quanti- 
ties on the Bourse during the last week, 
but heavy purchases by the State sav- 
ings institutions prevented any consid- 
erable decline in prices. 

Russians also freely sold in view of 
the approaching issue of $46,000,000 of 
4% bonds of the North Donetz Rail- 
road. The new loan, with the Russian 
Government back of it, is sure to find a 
good reception in France, where small 
capitalists have long been awaiting just 
such an issue. 

Industrial values were generally 
strong throughout the week. Money 
continues abundant, the outside public 
taking renewed interest in investment 
opportunities. 


WHEAT KING IN KANSAS. 


That State Leads the Union in the 
Yield of Her Principal Crop. 


Kansas raised more wheat, Spring and 
Winter, -hard and’soft, in the ten years 
ended last year than any other State, ac- 
cording to F. D. Coburn, Secretary of the 
Kans*s Bureau of Agriculture. To im- 
pres. .verybody with this large fact and 
some of the details of her supremacy, 4 
little booklet has been issued from To- 
peka called ‘‘The Where of Wheat.” 
The ten-year wheat crop of“Kansas, dat- 
ing from 1898, totaled 780,600,479 bushels, 
it states, and was worth at home §$446,- 
758,791. Here are some of the details of 
Kansas’s supremacy: 

“Of the States producing Winter wheats 
Kansas has been first in output for each 
of the past five years, and in eight of 
the past ten years has likewise occupied 
first place. 

The Government rates Missouri, Califor- 
nia, and Michigan among the crack Win- 
ter wheat producers of the world, but in 
1907 Kansas raised more than was raised 
by. those three States together. 

“In 1907 Kansas produced more wheat 


than all New England, Illinois, Iowa, and 
eleven additional States and Territories. 
‘Uncle Sam’s valuation of the wheat 
crop of the year 1905 in each of the lead- 
ing ten States, placed in proper rank, is 
thus:

‘“‘It will be noted that the gombined 
value of the,wheat in the two States | 
last named amounts to considerably less | 
than that of the Kansas crop. 

“Official statistics anually gathered by 
the State Board of Agriculture reveal 
that in 1887 the area of wheat in Kansas 
was 1,373,915 acres; in 1897 it was 3,444,- 
864 acres, and in 1907 7,235,283 acres—the 
largest ever recorded, and nearly 40 per 
cent, of the State’s cultivated area. 

“The acreage of wheat in Kansas in 
1907 was more than the entire area of 
Massachusetts, New Hamshire, or -of 
Vermont; greater than the land surface 
of Maryland, and more than the land 
areas of Rhode Island, Delaware, Con- 
necticut, and Potto Rico combined. 

“ According to the yearbooks of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
the four largest crops of wheat in Amer- 
ica were matured in Kansas, as follows:

“The year 1907 was not one of her 
biggest in that line. yet Kansas raised 
more wheat than California, Oregon, Mis- 
sourl, Arkansas, and Tenessee. Kansas 
raised six wheat crops larger than that 
year’s, but no other wheat crop had so 
great a value—$56,787,511.85.’ 


WORLD METAL PRODUCTION. 


German Statistics Showing Output of 
Copper, Tin, Lead, Zinc, and Nickel. 


From the annual report of a German 
metal company Consul General Richard 
Guenther of Frankfort makes the follow- 
ing extracts: 

Last year’s production of copper, for 
the first time in fifteen years, shows a 
decrease; the world’s total output in 1907 
was 713,000 tons, the principal producers 
contributing as follows: United States 
421,400, England 72,400, Central and South 
America 57,000, Germany 31,900, Japan 
45,000, Austnia 82,500, Russia 15,000. The 


consumption, as estimated, was in tons: 
United States 232,600, Germany 149,800, 
Great Britain 108,200, France 65,000, Rus- 
sia 18,000, and Asia, Africa, and Austra- 
lia together $32,600. 

The world’s production of lead in 1907 
was about 800 tons, an increase of 
21-5 per cent. over that of the year 1906. 
The largest share in this increase was 
that of Mexico, whose output of the metal 
advanced from 54,000 tons in 1906 to 72,- 
000 tons in 1907. The United States pro- 
duced 340,700, Spain 185,800, and Germany 
140,000 tons. | The principal lead consum- 
ers in 1907 were: United States 351,400, 
Great Britain 188,000, Germany 187,000, 
France 81,100, and Belgium 31,500 tons. 

The tin production for 1907 was 98,709 
tons; the consumption, 101,100 tons. In 
the iatter participated the United States 
with 89,700, Great Britain 20,500, and Ger- 
many 15,070 tons. 

The world production of zinc in 1907 was 
738,400 tons, which is an increase of 5 
Per cent, over the Preceding year; the 

nited States with .838 and Germany 
with 208,700 tons being the chief pro- 
ducers of this metal. the same year

Produce Exchange Willi Seek to Re- 
store Trade Diverted to Montreal. 


The withdrawal from service of the 
freight ships of the White Star Line and,

York Produce Exchange next Thursday.

ing New York. We have all the facilities 
here for handling the grain and all of the 
terminals are in good shape to admit of 
its handling. The railroa have plenty 
of cars and engines.”’ 

Mr. Ring was asked about the statement 
made by dent Delano of the Wabash 
lines that in his opinion the White Star’s 
freighters had been laid off because there 
ae practically no grain to ship at this 
time. 

“He is in error there,” said Mr. Ring, 
“for we know that prain is being shipped 
steadily to Montreal, and that we would 
have our share of it if the rate for trans- 

rtation was not one that discriminated 

favor of Montreal inst New York.

"JUNE CROP FIGURES 


BOLSTER OPTIMISM 


While Records May Not be Broken 
Indications Point to Bigger 
Crops Than in 1907..

June is always the month when the 
growing cereals are at their best, but 
even making allowance for the deteriora- 
tion to be expected between now and har- 
vest, the outlook for the principal crops 
| this year is for a normal yield at least, 
even if the outcome does not come up to 
the heavy crop of 1906. Spring wheat and 
oats, as the final yield is estimated by the 
Produce Exchange statisticlan, promise 
even better than the big crops of 1906, 
and it must be remembered in this con- 
nection that the figures for this year are 
based on the new method of calculation 
which takes account of the deterioration 
normally to be looked for between the 
June report and harvest, and figures into 
the estimated harvest the average of this 
falling off in condition during five years 
past.’ All of the crops now show condi- 
tions well above the ten-year averages on 
June 1, 

The following table gives the condition 
of the principal crops on June 1 this year 
and last, compared with their ten-year 
averages, and the estimated yield for this 
year compared with last year’s Jight crop 
and the big crop of 1906:

The record year in wheat was 1901, 
when the combined crop was 748,460,218 
bushels. 

The Winter wheat crop estimate of the 
Produce Exchange statistician compares 
with an indicated yield last month of 
461,141,000 bushels, when the condition 
Was reported at 89, and a final yield last 
year of 400,442,000. A year ago the esti- 
mated crop on June 1 was 3879,782,0U00 
bushels, with the condition at 77.4. 

The Spring wheat crop placed by the 
statistician at 247,940,000 bushels is the 
first estimate of the season. The condi- 
tion of 95 compares with 88.7 on June 1, 
1907, when the indicated crop was 255,-

The indicated total wheat crop is 688,- 
255,000 bushels, compared with an estt- 
mate at this time last year of 634,974,000 
bushels, and a final crop of 634,087,000 
bushels. 

The area sown to Spring wheat Is esti- 
mated to be 3.7 per cent. more than the 
area sown last year, indicating a total 
area of about 17,710,000 acres, or 631,000 
acres more than sown last year. The 
condition of Spring wheat on June 1 was 
95 per cent. of a normal, as compared 
with 88.7 per cent. on June 1, 1907; 93.4 
per cent. June 1, 1906, and 93.2 the June 
1 average of the last ten years, 

The area sown to oats is estimated to 
be .6 per cent. less than the area sown 
last year, indicating a total area of about 
31,644,000 acres, or 193,000 acres less than 
last year. The condition of the oats crop 
on June 1 was 92.9 per cent. of a normal, 
as compared with 81.6 on June 1, 1907; 
85.9 on June 1, 1906, and 88.9, the June 1 
average of the last ten years. 

The area sown to barley is estimated to 
ibe 3.9 per cent. more than the area sown 
last year, indicating a total area of about 
6,697,000 acres, or 249,000 acres more than 
last year. The condition of the crop on 
June 1 was 89.7 per cent. of a normal, as 
compared with 84.9 on June 1, 1907; 93.5 
on June 1, 1906, and 89.5, the June 1 aver- 
age for the last ten years. 

The condition of rye on June 1 was 91.8 
per cent. of a normal, as compared with 
90.3 on May 1, 1908; 88.1 on June 1, 1907; 
89.9 on June 1, 1906, and 90, the June 1 
average for the last ten years. 

The condition of meadows (hay) on June 
1 was 96.8 per cent. of a normal, as com- 
pared with 93.5 on May 1. 

The principal cereal crop, in point of 
yield, corn, has not yet.been heard from, 
but the private sources of information 
calculate that the area of planting at 
least will not fall much below the 99,- 
931,000 acres given over to corn last year. 
The only uneasiness about the corn crop 
which the experts feel is the weakening 
of the growing plant's ability to stand 
drought by the excessive rains of the 
past month. 

In connection with the wheat outlook, 
satisfaction is to be taken in the fact that 
the combined areg of the two varieties, 


about 47,461,000 acres, is about 5 per cent. 
larger than last year, while the condition 
is ten points better. The combined area 
is.even larger than the acreage of the 
big year of 1906, and the condition on 
June 1 two points better. Some of the 
Southern planters are already harvesting 
their Winter wheat, and reports from 
these sections confirm the general opti- 
mism over the crop outlook with reports 
of heavy yields per acre. 


$25,000 Fire in Iron Plant. 

BLOOMFIELD, N. J., June 14.—Fire 
started here to-day in the plant of the 
American Malleables Company of New 
York, and totally destroyed the large 
building used for annealing metal. With 
great difficulty the firemen saved the 
other buildings of the plant, which covers 
several acres of ground. Joseph D. Gal-

ERIE RAILROADS 
FINANCIAL PLAN 


-Arrangements Made to Fund In- 
terest on Prior and Gen- 
eral Lien Bonds. 


ROAD SAVES $3,260,000 CASH 


This Amount ts Freed for Use In Car 
rying On Necessary Improve- 
ments—Road’s Position. 


One of the most interesting develop- 
ments in the railroad world last week was 
the announcement of the Erie Railroad's 
plan for funding maturing coupons on its 
bonds. This action is a further step in 
the proceedings to better the road's finan- 
cial position which were initiated with 
the purchase by Mr. Harriman of $5,500,- 
000 of its notes in April, at which time 
the road also sold to a syndicate, headed 
by J. P. Morgan & Co. and Mr. Harri- 
man, an additional $5,000,000 of notes. 

There were authorized at that time $15,- 
000,000 of two-year 6 per cent. notes, and 
it is by means of the unsold portion of 
this issue that the road now proposes to 
fund the interest coupons of its bonds, 
The, bonds involved are the prior lien 
and general lien bonds, and the,present 
plan, which will soon be replace@ by a 
more comprehensive one, is to take care 
of the coupons on these two issues ma- 
turing up to July 1, 1909. 

The prior lien bonds amount to $35,000,- 
000 and interest at the rate of 4 per cent. 
is due on them Jan. 1 and July 1 each 
year. The funding of two interest pay- 
ments, or g year’s interest, on this issue 
will save to the Erie in cash $1,400,000, 
There are outstanding $44,012,000 of the 
general lien bonds, which also bear 4 per 
cent. and are payable on the same dates, 
and on these the cash saved will amount 
to $1,860,000, or a total on both issues of 
$3,260,000. In addition to this the road 
has arranged with bankers to extend two 
small issues of underlying bondg matur- 
ing on July 1. 

In a circular to bondholders President 
Underwood spoke very frankly of the 
Erie’s position and the bonds under con- 
sideration, the text of the letter being as 
follows: 

“The extraordinary business depression 
which has seriously affected all the rail- 
roads throughout the United States has 
so reduced the net earnings of the Erie 
Rallroad that there will be a deficit below ; 
the amount necessary to meet fixed] 
charges for the current fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1908. While it is confidently ex- 
pected that with any return to normal 
business conditions this deficit will 
promptly be made good, it is necessary for |

the company temporarily to obtain the | 
amount from other sources. 

“To this end, among other things, it 
has been arranged that the coupons for 
interest falling due at any time prior to 
July 1, 1999, may be purchased for cash 
and, with unimpaired lien, deposited and 
pledged under the collateral indenture of 
April 8, 1908, as additional security for 
the 6 per cent. collateral gold notes is- 
sued and to be issued thereunder, thus 
making the notes more available to the 
company as a means of obtaining further 
cash if required, such notes to be ac- 
cepted at par by the purchasers of the 
coupons for the amounts advanced for 
such purchase. While such temporary re- 
lief will probably suffice for the main- 
tenance and operation of the property 
during the current calendar year, it will 
not be sufficient for the completion of 
the tmprovements begun two years ago, 
but which have not yet reached a condi- 
tion where they are available for pro- 
ducing additional revenue for the com- 
pany. 

“It was anticipated that the funds fcr 
such improvements could be provided 
from the sale of your company’s general 
mortgage bonds, but principally owing to | 
the injury done to your company’s eredie | 
by the falling off tn earnings during the 
existing business depression, such bonds 
are not now salable except at prohibitive 
prices, 

“As these improvements all serve to 
strengthen the security of the general lien 
and the general mortgage bonds, it is ex- 
pected that a plan will shortly be pre- 


pared for funding the coupons maturing 
on these bonds for a period sufficiently 
long to enable the company out of its 
current funds to complete the improve- 
ments now under way, and thus get the 
benefit of the large expenditures already 
made, but which, as above stated, remain 
as et unproductive.

Six -Passengers InJured When Five- 
Car Train Smashes Into a 


rf Car In Front. 

Yesterday was the biggest all-around 
Sunday at Coney Island so far this sea- 
son, fully 850,000 packing Surf Avenue, 
the different amusement parks, and the 
beaches all the afternoon and late into 
the evening. The crowd gave the police 
the usual amount of work, and there 
were many arrests during the day. 

The number of bathers was unusually 
large for so early in the season, Five 
young men who let their enthusiasm get 
away with their discretion went into the 
‘surf at Manhattan Beach early in the 
afternoon, dcspite the fact that they had 
left their bathing suits at home and did 
not take time to hire outfits. They had 
not been in the water long before they 
were gathered in and taken to the Coney 
Island Police Station. 

There was the usual trolley smash, 
which is growing to be a regular feature 
of a Coney Island Sunday, one woman 
being seriously injured and five others 
badly cut and bruised. <A five-car train 
of the Culver line crashed into a Reld 
Avenue trolley car at the semaphore near 
the Van Sicklen station early in the after- 
noon. The car was held up by the signal 
and the motorman of the train evidently 
thought it would get the word to go 
ahead before he reached it. Both the 
train and the car were bound for the 
island and heavily loaded. 

The six injured were ail passengers of 
the trolley, but the crowd on the train 
was thrown into a panic by the smash and 
there was a great scramble out of doors 
and windows. Two ambulances were sum- 
mon: from the Reception Hospital, and 
Drs.. Michaelis and Fischer attended the 
injured in the office of Frank Schultz, a 
contractor, near the scene of the accident.

SEE HOPE IN WAR ON GRAFT. 


Mother Church Tells Mrs. Eddy It 
Méans an Awakening Conscience. 


BOSTON, June 14.—The annual com- 
munion of the First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, the Mother Church of the Chris- 
tian Science denomination, was observed 
to-day at the morning and afternoon ser- 


vices. 

The general communion of the mother 
church and the branch churches is held 
in Boston triennially, and as this is not 
the year for the general gathering the 
number of visiting Christian Scientists 
was smaller than usual, though the audi- 
torlum was filled at both services. The 
platform was decorated with a large, silk 
American flag. The first reader, W. D. 
McCracken, explained to the congregation 
that the purpose was to honor Flag 
Day, which was also observed in the 
branch churches. 

The principal feature of the service was 
the reading bY Judge Septimus J. Hanna,, 
a former Firgt Reader of the mother 
Church, of a ietter of greeting to Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy. By a rising vote 
the congregation indicated its desire to 
dispatch the letter to Mrs, Eddy, This is 
the communication in part: 

“The recent unprecedented exposures 
of graft and corruption, or of wickedness 
in high places, plainly indicate an awak- 
ening of the public conscience to higher 
and better things, and point with certain- 
ty to a final reign of righteousness. 

“We recognize that because of the 
teaching and works of Thristian Science 
the people in the churches and out of 
them are demanding the healing gospel. 
Many within the clfurches are awakening 
to their need in this respect. They are 
realizing that such healing is a right be- 
longing to them as church pople, hence 
they are calling upon their spiritual guides 
for explanations as to why this part of 
the Gospel of Christ has been omitted. 

“We desire here to record our growing 
appreciation of your great work for the 
betterment of human conditions, and our 
ever-deepening confidence in the redemp- 
tive outcome of your consecrated labor. 

“Your unyielding insistence upon the 
absoluteness of spirit and the consequent 
nothingness of so-called personality or 
matter has opened our eyes to the fact 
that we, like Job, have been honoring 
person and matter as our God. 

‘“‘In the light of recent events we have 
read with increased understanding these 
words from the Sermon on the Mount: 

“* Blessed are ye when men shall revile 
you, and persecute you, and shall say all 
manner of evil against you falsely, for 
my sake.’ 

“* Rejoice and be exceedingly glad, for 
s0 persecuted they be prophets which 
were before you.’ 

“We desire to express our deep sense 
of joy that you are now in occupancy of a 
home at. once adequate to the needs of 
your work. We appreciate the greater 
convenience to your coworkers and to 
the field resulting therefrom. We know 
that it was not your personal convenience 
that controlled you in making the change, 
but the urgent demand of your increas- 
ing labors.” 


CALL TO ZIONISTS. 


American Federation to Have a Con- 
vention at Atlantic City In July. 


A call has been sent from the local 
headquarters of the Zionists, 204 East 
Broadway, for a convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Zionists at Atlantic 
City from July 10 to 15, for the purpose 
of perfecting an organization they’ say 
has long been neglected. 


The call sets forth that the Zionist 
movement has entered upon its first prac- 
tical activity in Palestine, and that the 
reports from this movement are encour- 
aging. ‘“ That we have not yet been able 
to organize the Jews in America so ef- 
fectively as to obtain a large measure of 
their financial and moral support,” says 
the call, ‘‘is due only to our own negii- 
gence. We have not taken advantage of 
the many opportunities for organizing fhe 
Jews and for strengthening Judaism that 
have presented themselves to us. We find 
sympathy for Zionism expressed on every 
side, but up to the present we have not 
shown organizing werg strong enough 
to develop this sentiment into actual Zion- 
ist achievement.”’ 


BREAKING UP A ROBBER GANG, 


Williamsburg Detectives Get Three 
Men and Dig Up $300 Worth of Loot, 


The police of the Hamburg Avenue Sta- 
tion, Williamsburg, believe that in the 
arrest early yesterday morning of Joseph 
Brandel of Maspeth, L. 1, and Harry 
Hartner of 15 Kossuth Place, Brooklyn, 
they have two of the band of thieves 
which for more than two months has been 
committing all the flat house robberies in 
the Bushwick section,

LOST BUSINESS, A SUICIDE. 


Abraham Wittcover’s Wife Tries to 
Die, Too, on Hearing the News. 


Abraham Wittcover, an embroidery 
manufacturer, connected with the Swiss 
Embroidery and Novelty Company of 97 
Wooster Street, committed suicide in a 
hotel at Twenty-fourth Street and Third 
Avenue some time between Saturday 
night and yesterday morning. Wittcover, 
it appears from the stories of his neigh- 
bors at 284 Suydam Street, Williamsburg, 
had once been an embroidery manufact- 
urer in the Bronx. He lost his business 
and had moved his family, consisting of 
his wife and a little girl, to the Willlams- 
burg flat on Thursday, and then disap- 


peared. His wife came at once to Man- 
hattan to look for him. Wittcover a 
peees at the flathouse on Saturday while 
is wife was away, and, finding the flat 
locked up. went back to Manhattan. 

According to the people’in the hotel, 
Wittcover came there Saturday accom- 
panied by a young woman, hey had 
een heard to quarrel in their room, after 
which they had gone out. In the even- 
ing Wittcover returned alone and went to 
his room. In the morning the house 
servants smelled gas. When they broke 
in the door they found Wittcover dead 
in bed, with a tube attached to an open 
gas jet in his mouth. 

Later his wife identified the body at 
the Morgue. She threw herself upon it 
when she first saw it. A little later she 
tried to jump into the river.

Imaginary Fleet of Hostile War- 


ships Closing In to Cap- 
ture Forts. 


MILITIA AT THE BIG GUNS 


Regiments Learning How to Operate 
, Them if a Real War Should 
Come. 


New York is being approached by the 
enemy’s fleet, two battleships, three ar- 
mored cruisers, two monitors, and a whole 
swarm of torpedo boats and torpedo boat 
destroyers, 

A state of war has been formally de- 
clared -by Col. Garland N. Whistler, com- 
manding the Eastern artillery district, and 
from now until the end of the week Forts 
Hamilton, Wadsworth, and Hancock will 
fight to keep the enemy from making the 
harbor from the open sea, and Forts 
Totten and Schuyler will defend the ap- 
proach from the Sound, 

The formidable attacking ships now 
headed for New York are theoretical, but 
are represented by two mine-planting 
tugs carrying an attacking force under 
Capt. Mauldin of the Coast Artillery. 

The mimic war is designed to give prac- 
tical training to those National Guard 
regiments which are to be called in coast 
defense service in case of actual war. 
The Forty-seventh and Seventy-first Regi- 
ments are encamped at Forts Totten and 
Schuyler, while the Ninth and Thirteenth 
Regiments are divided between the forts 
guarding the sea approach to the harbor. 

All week scout ships will watch outside 
of the harbor for the approach of the 
ships, signaling the forts with bombs and 
then running to cover. It is expected that 
the first big attack will be made either 
to-morrow or Wednesday. Full charges 
will be used in the big guns, and New 
York and its environs will get a good 
shaking up when the giant twelve-inch 
guns and the heavy mortar batteries get 
busy. 

No flags will be lowered on any of the 
forts until the war is over, and all night 
the big searchlights will be kept going. 

With the aid of the regulars at the forts 
the National Guardsmen will learn to han- 
dle the big guns and carry out the routine 
work of a fort in action. 


ARMY ROW OVER COOKS. 


Jersey Guard to Ignore Federal Law— 
A Sneer at “ Featherbed Soldiers.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, June 14.—The New Jersey 
National Guard will continue its viola- 
tion of the Dick law, under which two 
cooks are recruited from each company 
to do the cooking in camps so that the 
men may be in the finest shape for field 
duty at a moment’s notice, 

Quartermaster General C. Edward Mur 
ray some time ago sent out a ciroular 
saying that since the Guard was now 
subject to the Dick law, he would not 
furnish cooks to do the work this year 
at the Sea Girt encampment, which be- 
gins July 11. Major Gen. P. Farmer 
Wanser indorsed this circular, but it fell 
into the hands of Brig. Gen. Edward 
Campbell of Newark, who at once opposed 
the plan and the Federal Government. As 
a result the State Military Board was 
called together in secret session last week, 
and’ the orders are that the Dick law is 
to be ignored and the company cooks to 
give way to the old method of having 
the Quartermaster General supply pro- 
fessional cooks. 

It is likely that Washington will pro- 
test this move, for officers of the regu- 
lar army say there is no more distressing 
sight than to see soldiers in the field who 
do not know how to feed themselves. The 
excuse given by Gen. Campbell and his 


officers is along the line of economy, but 
the officers here say that those in the 
Northern part of the State are too fas- 
tidious, that the content with the 
Guard being called “feather bed sol- 
diers,”” and are Going nothing to bring 
the Guard to that point of efficiency 
where they could take care of themselves 
when called in active service. There is 
considerable heat over the matter. 


RACE RIOT FOLLOWS MURDER. 


Italians, Using Stilettos and Plstolg In 
Fight, Barely Escape Lynching. 


Special to The New York Times, 

PITTSTON, Penn., June 14.—Rioting be- 
tween races followed the killing at mid- 
night last night of Parks Clelland and the 
probable fatal stabbing of his companion, 
William Vanderberg, by two Italians. 
Seventeen arrests have been made by the 
police. From the prisoners were taken 
eight revolvers, twelve stilettos, several 
blackjacks, a dozen large knives, and 
several hundred rounds of ammunition. 

Citjzens, angered by the murder, sur- 
rounded the policemen and beat their 
prisoners. Lynching was prevented only 
by the cool head of Mayor Gillespie and 


the prompt arrival of a squad of State 
Constabulary. 

Clelland and Vanderberg, with several 
friends, were walking to their homes at 
the close of business late last night, and 
when within less than 100 yar from 
Main Street they met half a dozen Ital- 
ians who took up the entire width of the 
sidewalk. The foreigners were asked to 
open a pageageway. In_an instant a fight 
was on. An Italian with a stiletto leaped 
upon Vanderberg and bore him to the 
ground. Clelland started to run, but an 
Italian followed, Dissing away with a re- 
volver. He fell, two of five shots piercing 
his body, and he died within a few min- 
utes. anderberg was severely cut.

Mead, who told him that his son, Frank 
8. Mead, was engaged in the marble 
business at Knoxville. 

Dr. Gibbons said that the fracture of 
the left leg might necessitate an ampu- 
tation, but owing to the shock and r. 
Mead’s advanced age it would have been 
impossible to perform the operation last 
night. He

Mr. Mead was born in New York, and | 


went to Knoxville when he was a young 
man. He retired from the marble busi- 
ness a few years ago, and left the man- 
agement to his sen rank.

THREE DOGS TAKING 
PASTEUR TREATMENT 


One from Fort Schuyler Only 
Survivor of Eight Mascots 
Bitten by a Cur. 


ALL OTHERS PUT TO DEATH 


Two Valuable Dogs Sent Here from 
Oyster Bay for .Treatment 
at Institute. 


A little yellow cur slipped past the 
guards at the main gates 6f Fort Schuy- 
ler late one afternoon last week. He was 
welcomed by the soldiers and made much 
of. An hour later the newcomer was 
frothing at the mouth and had wees 
the two canine mascots of the Eighteenth 
Company, also two of the Eleventh Com- 
pany; had nipped the water spaniel of | 
Lieut. Crissy, had chewed open the side 
of Major, the prize bulldog, belonging to| 
Capt. L. J. Frohwitter, commanding the | 
Eighty-first, and had sunk his teeth into 
two other post dogs. 

There was great excitement at the post, 
and a general order was given to shoot | 
the yellow cur on sight. He was shot at 
dusk. Seven company dogs which had 
been bitten by the stranger were after- 
ward shot, and now the post is without 
mascots and there is sadness in the staff 
and ranks as well. 

The bulldog, however, is now under- 
going the Pasteur treatment in an effort 
to save his life. The treatment will cost 
Major's owner $100, but Capt. Frohwitter 
says he would pay five times that to 
| 


save him. 

Two other valuable dogs are under 
treatment at the Pasteur Institute. It is 
said to be the first time in this city that 
dogs have been subjected to the same 
treatment for rabies that human beings 
receive when bitten by supposedly mad 


dogs. 
Major is a great favorite at Fort Schuy- 


ler, and yesterday the Pasteur Institute 
received several telephone calls from the 
fort inquiring how he was doing. A bul- 
letin of his condition was posted in the 
Quartermaster’s office at the fort. 

It was a week ago yesterday that the 
yellow cur slipped by the guards at the 
gate and looked around the garrison. 
Major, with several of the company dogs, 
was frollicking on the lawn in front of 
Capt. Frohwitter’s quarters. Major was 
the first to see the newcomer. The yel- 
low cur was not much to look at, but 
strange dogs are always welcome to the 
mascots of Fort Schuyler—that is, they 
are welcome until they prove themselves 
unworthy of hospitality. 

Major and his friends went to greet the | 
stranger, and there were greetings all | 
around. Then the dogs began to play | 
with the stranger. They raced around | 
the barracks, and were having a great | 
time. Several of the sentries saw them. | 
But back of the Quartermaster’s office | 
the cur began to resent the familiarity | 
of the post mascots. He began snapping | 
right and left, and a fight was on in a 
minute. 

Major held aloof while the mascots of 
Company Eighteen and Company Eleven | 
rolled the stranger in the grass. Lieut. 
Crissy’s pet then took a hand, and was! 
bitten for his pains. The yellow cur was | 
bitten in a dozen places and roughly used, 

One of the privates saw the fight. He! 
also noticed that the yellow dog was | 
frothing at the mouth, and that he had! 
every appearance of being mad. The ! 


post mascots were called off and the! 
stranger made a vicious snap at the pri- | 
vate’s dog, but missed him. The private 
ran as fast as he could to the office of 


the Commandant, Col. Blunt, and told an 
orderly what had occurred. Col. Blunt 
dispatched the orderly to notify every! 
guard in the fort to keep a lookout for) 
he yellow dog and shoot him on sight. | 

A squad of the best marksmen in the} 

ost also went hunting for the invader, | 

ut he had disappeared. Major and the. 
other post dogs were found, however, and 
all of them were licking the wounds in-| 
flicted by the yellow cur. Later in the 
day the invader tried to get out the way 
he had entered. The guards saw him andj 
fired. The dog fell in a heap, and after-| 
ward his brain was subjected to analysis 
*o see if he was really mad. He was. 

Col. Blunt, after an investigation, order- 
ed every dog that had been bitten to be} 
taken out on a lot near the barracks and | 
shot. Lieut. Crissy made a plea for his 
pet, but the commandant told him that) 
unless the dog was sent off for treat-| 
ment, he would have to be killed with the ; 
other company pets. i 

So on Tuesday seven post dogs were! 
led off to execution, much to the regret | 
of their friends in the various companies. | 
A firing squad was called out and one by'! 
one the seven pets were riddled with 
bullets. | 

In the case of Major, the prize-winning} 
English bull terrier, Capt. Frohwitter | 
communicated with Dr. William L. Wheel- | 
er, head of the Pasteur Inst¥tute, and ar-| 
ranged to have the dog undergo a course! 
of treatment to save his life. Major was, 
kept isolated at the fort until Friday, and | 
was then sent to the Pasteur Institute | 
and received his first treatment. ! 

Dr. Wheeler decided that nine treat- 
ments would be necessary before the bull- 
dog could be pronounced out of danger. 
At each treatment four cubic centimeters } 
of antitoxin are injected into Major's| 
system. This quantity of antitoxin is 
about one and a half teaspoonfuls. It is 
& smaller dose then iz administered to a 
human being. 

The ae, does not seem to mind the 
treatment. is owner has arranged with 
the New .York Veterinary Hospital In| 
Twenty-fifth Street to care for Major| 
during the treatment, so he is taken to! 
the institute three times a day. The anti-/ 
toxin is administered with a hypodermic | 
syringe. The needle fs inserted {n one of | 
his hind legs. Major does not even wince | 
when the hypo needle pricks his flesh. | 
His master says he is one of the bravest | 
dogs he ever saw—an ideal army dog. 

Major will take his last treatment to- 
day, Al phobabfy, back to Fort Schuyler.

dogs in this place. Dogs which are not 
muzzled and which are caught by the dog 
catchers after being held forty-eight hours 
are forthwith killed. 

This activity was awakened a week ago 
when Mrs. Mabel Reed, a young woman 
of this town, and Dr. Philip L. Gluck, a 
veterinary surgeon, were convinced that a 
pet greyhound belonging to Mrs. Reed 
was afflicted with hydrophobia in the first 
stages, The animal showed symptoms of 
rabies, and although it had bitten no one, 
Mrs. Reed sent for Dr. Gluck. While he 
was examining the dog Mrs. eg rea 
bered that she had allowed the greyhound 
to lick her hand a few days before, and 
that she had a needle scratch on the hand 
which was licked. ' 

Dr. Gluck kept the dog under obserya- 
tion for a few days, and then killed it and 
sent its head to the Pasteur Institute, The 
brain was subjected to an analysis, and 
Dr. William L. Wheeler. head of the in- 
stitution, notified Dr. Gluck that the dog 
had been mad. Mrs. Reed was notified, 
and hastened at once to New York, where 
she began the Pasteur treatment. 

While he had the greyhound under ob- 
servation Dr. Gluck was bitten. He had 
not supposed the dog was mad and had 
handled the beast too carelessly. The dog 
suddenly snapped his fingers. Dr. Gluck 
went to New York soon after Mrs. Reed 


left for treatment. Both he and Mrs. Reed 
are still in New York taking the treat- 
ment daily. 

When the authorities learned that the 
greyhound had been mad the crusade to 
stamp out hydrophobia began at once, 
Samuel Taylor, the official dog catcher, 
posted notices ordering all owners of dogs 
to keep their pets muzzled. He also visited 
most of the houses in Mount Holly and 
cautioned the residents against allowing 
stray dogs on the premises. He told them 
to notify him at once when a stray dog 
appeared. This has been done in a num- 
ber of instances, and several dogs have 
been killed. 

There are many valuable dogs in Mount 
Holly, and the owners are rigidly obeying | 
the muzzling rule. Increased vigilance has 
also been adopted by the authorities of 
several near by towns. 


Dr. William L. Wheeler, acting head of 
the Pasteur Institute in West Twenty- 
third Street, said yesterday that Mrs 
Reed and Dr. Gluck are doing nicely, tha 
they call every day at the institute for 
treatment, and will be discharged in two 
weeks. Mrs. Reed was very nervous when 
she arrived from Mount Holly. She had 
been frightened by her friends, Dr. 
Wheeler said. But during the last few 
days she has regained her composure, and 
no longer fears ill results from her ex- 
perience. 


3 BITTEN ON STATEN ISLAND. 


Victims Taking the Pasteur Treat- 
ment—One of Them a Child. 


Three persons bitten by rabid dogs have 
arrived at the Pasteur Institute in the 
last few days from Richmond Borough, 
the one territory in the city which was 
pronounced by the Health Department 
It is likely that the 


will be ordered and a quarantine estab- 
lished. 

Of late vigilance has been lax on Staten 
Island, the authorities say, as it was gen- | 
erally believed that rabies had been wiped } 
out there. When the quarantine went | 
into effect last year no dogs were allowed | 
on the Staten Island ferries, But of late | 
this restriction has been removed, the | 
authorities say, and passengers are al- 
lowed to carry dogs into Staten Island. 
This it is believed is responsible for cases 
of true rabies recently discovered. 

On Friday Jack Spiegelberg, 7 years 
old, was taken to the Pasteur Institute. 
He had been bitten three times by a 
stray dog which had wandered into the 
yard of the boy’s home at 500 Maple 
Street, Richmond Hill. On Saturday Ida! 
Susecke, a cook in the Spiegelberg home, 
arrived at the Pasteur Institute. She, 
too, had been bitten by the same dog. 

It seems that Jack was playing in the 


yard when the animal appeared. The 
child began to play with it. Suddenly the 
cook heard Jack scream, 

Running out into the yard, she saw the 
child struggling to get away from the 
dog, which was anesing and snapping. 
Froth was about his lps. The coo 
grabbed the child, and as she did so the 
dog snapped her hand. The dog was 
killed and its brain analyzed at the Pas- 
teur Institute. A case of rabies was 
proved. 

On June 1 Walter Van Nostrand of 
Mariners’ Harbor was bitten by a rabid 
dog. He, too, is undergoing the Pasteur 
treatment. 

Dr. William L. Wheeler, acting head 
of the Pasteur Institute, said yesterday 
that dogs should be kept off the Staten 
Island ferryboats. 


40 HORSES DEAD AFTER FIRE. 


Thirty Destroyed in Burning Stable— 
Ten Others, Badly Burned, Were Shot. 


Fire in the wooden stable building at 
682 West Fifty-fifth Street early yester- 
day morning caused the death of forty 
horses. Only two escaped unhurt from 
the stable. Thirty of the forty animals 
were killed inside the building. Ten were 
so affected by the smoke and roasted 
that they were killed yesterday under the 
direction of the S. P. C. A.

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'NEW PLAN TO NULLIFY| 


ANTI-BETTING LAW 


| Racing Interests Hope to Induce 
a “‘Sympathetic " Court to 
Suspend Its Operation. 


WOULD SAVE 1908 SEASON 


The District Attorney's Office In Kings 
Ready to Block Any Such Move— 
150 Police at Track To-day. 


According to information which has 
come to the District Attorney’s office in 
Brooklyn, there is a scheme, fathered 
by race-trak interests, to nullify for the 
time being the effect of the Agnew-Hart 
law by having suspended temporarily by 
some court the emergency clause of the 
act, which would thus permit racing 
throughout the present season. 

The racing men, it is said, have really 
no hope of finally winning out in a test 
of the law, and have no earnest inten- 
tion of making such a fight, their present 
plan being to block the enforcement of 
the act for the next few months, or un- 
til racing is over with for the year in this 
State. This scheme, according to state- 
ments made in Brooklyn yesterday after- 
noon, involves the framing of a case in 
such a way that a “sympathetic” Su- 
preme Court Justice might feel himself 
justified in suspending the enforcement 
of the act, pending the settlement of such 
legal points as may be presented for the 
purposes of delay and appeal. 

It is known that lawyers representing 
the racing interests have been carefully 
going over the situation, and have about 
decided upon a course of action. A man 
in authority in Brooklyn stated yesterday 
afternoon that the race-track people had 
been in consultation with a Supreme 
Court Justice, whom they had been try- 
ing to bring to their way of thinking, and 
who had seemed “sympathetic.” It is 
probable that the first step in the plan 
to get the matter into court in such a 
manner as to leave the way open for the 
emergency clause to be suspended tem- 
porarily will be taken to-day, or within 
a day or two, when one of the bookmak- 
ers arrested will be surrendered by his 
bondsman, and a writ of habeas corpus 


applied for. 
Elder Ready for Surprises. 


But if the race-track lawyers are laying 
a legal trap for Acting District Attor- 
ney Robert H. Elder of Kings County, it 
appeared from what he said last night 
that he will not be caught napping. Mr. 
Elder has been informed of the alleged 
scheme of the race-track men to get the 
matter into court in such a fashion that a 
Justice can decide to suspend the emer- 
gency clause in the law. He says, how- 
ever, that he wild not agree to anything 
which will lead to the presentation of 
any such case, and will fight against any 

roposition involving an attack upon the 
aw as it stands. 

If the racing interests can bring up the 
question of a temporary suspension of the 
emergency clause in the law and get an 
order in their favor the hands of the Dis- 
trict Attorney would probably be tied until 
next Fall, as he would be unable to have 
the Appellate division 
until that time. y then the racing sea- 
son in the State would be over and the 
racing men, it is said, would not care par- 
ticularly if the Appellate Court decided 
against them. There is a fast growing 
belief that they aim to attack the law 
through the next Legislature rather than 
seriously in the courts. 


Police to Be on Hand To-day.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The six 
months’ absence of Herman De Lager- 
crantz, Swedish Minister to, the United 
States, from this country an@ the lack of 
any explanation has caused considerable 
comment recently in diplomatic circles 
here.

FOR AUTO SPREDER 


Bicycle Policeman Stuck to His 
Quarry in a Wild Ride 
Up the Hudson. 


BROKEN GLASS AIDED LAW 


Contractor’s Tire Blew Up in Elmsford 
and He Had to Take His Ex- 
hausted Captor Back to Yonkers. . | 


After an exciting twelve-mile chase, 
J. B. Malatesta, a contraetor living at 
3,169 Jerome Avenue, the Bronx, was ar- 
rested’ yesterday afternoon by Bicyclé 
Police Sergt. Van Steenburgh of Yonkers. 
The pursuit of the contractor’s automo- 
bile led through Yonkers, Hastings, Dobbs | 
Ferry, Ardsley, and ended at Elmsford. | 
In the latter place the citizens fill the | 
road with nails and broken glass to pre- 
vent automobile speeding, and it was ow- 
ing to this that Malatesta was arrested. 
The automobile, according to the police- 
man, broke all records on the highway in 
this section. The car covered the twelve 
miles in less than fifteen minutes. 

Van Steenburgh was standing beside his 
bicycle at Glenwood Avenue when the car 
containing Malatesta, his wife, and sister- 
in-law passed. It was racing with an- 
other machine, and both, the policeman 
says, were going at about forty miles an 
hour. Van Steenburgh shouted a warning 
to slow down and then started after the 
speeders. He kept behind them through 
the Greystone section of Yonkers. One of 
the automobiles turned into Roberts Ave- 
nue. The other, owned by the contractor, 
kept to the road. Seeing that he was pur- 
sued, the chauffeur opened up to top 
speed and the car shot along at a speed 
that brought people along the way to 
their doors and windows to see what was 
the matter. 

Through Hastings went the car, leaving 
a trail of dust in its wake; then on to 
Dobbs Ferry, where its rapid flight 
brought nearly all the population out of 
doors; on through Ardsley, and then over 
the hill toward Elmsford. All the time 
Van Steenburgu kept behind, a dust-cov- 
ered figure dropping rapidly out of the 
race. 

It was a wild ride. At Woodland Lake 
the road runs along the shore of the lake, 
and on the water side ends in a ten-foot 
embankment. Along this road shot the 
automobile, and so close did it come to 
the embankment that it looked as though 
it was going over. At the turn to the 
right into the State Road to Elmsford 
the machine skidded along on two wheels, 
and when it turned it was going at such 
a rate of speed that it almost turned over. 


As the auto shot into Elmsford there, 


was a noise of an explosion, and it was 
only by a narrow margin that it was 
brought to a stop without running into a 


tree. One of the rear tires was punc- 
tured.
